The Baptist Social Union of Boston de- 
voted Monday evening to the faculty, 
trustees and students of tiie Newton Theo- 
logical Institution. Supper was served at 
5.30 in Lorinier Hall, after an hour of social 
greeting. The faculty was represented by 
tiie Rev. Alvah Ilovey, Prof. John M. Eng- 
lish, D. I)., Prof. Charles It. Brown, D. D., 
Prof. Jesse Burgess Thomas, 1). 1)., and 
Prof. Samuel S. Curry. The guests of tiie 
board of trustees included the president of t 
the board, Mr. William A. M unrou > ^ ie 1 
Rev. Charles A. Reese, financial secretary; ! 
the Rev. .1. A McElwain, Clarendon Street 
church, and the Rev. George M. Preston of , 
Medford. The young men of tiie senior ' 
class were also present in a body. Music ! 
was furnished by Mr. George R. Glover of . 
the Apollo (Tub, who sung “The Holy , 
City” and “Palm Branches.” President 
W. II. Breed presided. 

At tiie business meeting several new 
members were elected, and the Hon. Rob- 
ert E. Fuller, after remarks in praise of 
Mr. Albert E. Carr, president of the First 
National Bank of Boston, who has for 23 
years served tiie union as treasurer, un- 
veiled u crayon portrait of Mr. Carr, which 
Yvas given to tiie union. Dr. George E. 
llorr then pronounced a eulogy upon Dr. 
Gumbart. 

Dr. Ilovey spoke on a proposed radical 
change of curriculum in Hie Newton Theo- 
logical Institution, to give a wide range of 
elective choice in studies. He opposed tiie 
project, und strongly defended the present 
method, which gives all graduates a well 
based knowledge of tiie things a Baptist 
minister should know. 

Mr. Fred William Peakes of tiie gradu- 
ating cluss of tiie seminar), praised t ho 
leadership of Dr. Ilovey and tiie rest of tiie 
faculty, and mentioned some of the pro- 
blems and perplexities awaiting the young 
minister. 

The lust speaker was tlm Hon. William 
A. Monroe, president of the trustees. He 
suid that though now only 74 years old, it 
might Yvell round out its lliousuud years in 
the same perpetual youth that Oxford Uni- 
versity lias seen. We may well hesitate to 
sell any of tiie laud that far seeing found- 
ers have given to tiie institution. We need 
an additional dormitory, a president's 
house, uu increase of $5ooo iu the library 
fund, a substantial gymnasium, a lecture 
fund of $15,000, und for these several pur- 
poses $130,000 might well he set aside now. 

Next year we hope to give physical train- 
ing like t hat iu tiie army. We need for 
next year's running expenses an endow- 
ment of at least $250,000, unless we rely 
upon contributions. Two members of tin-* 
union have 1 1 ready pledged $50oneucT. and 
the Amei i.-au Baptist Missionary .*> <eiety 
is ready I •> help. We hope that between 
now and commencement tiie necessary 
amount muy be raised.

BUPl'.ltl JfTlCNDICNT II AS WARM SUPPORT OF | 
MANY PROMINKNT NKWTON CITIZENS — 
STRONG ORGANIZATION TO OPPOSE HIS 
RKMOVAI. — ADDRESS RY MR. JAMES 
RICH ART) CARTER. 

In tho parlors of the Woodland Park 
Hotel, Wednesday evening, them was an 
enthusiastic meeting of Newton gentlemen 
who desire that Supt. of Schools Gnome I. 
Aldrich, should ho retained. About fifty 
wore present, and the subject was given 
full consideration. Before the close of the 
meeting a good sum was contributed 
towards defraying the expenses of what 
Mr. Carter dcclarod would be ‘‘Not a 
skirmish, but a whole war.” Papers will 
be circulated, and Mr. Aldrich’s friouds ex- 
pect they will obtain at least 2300 signa- 
tures. 

Tho meeting was called to order by Mr. 
James K. Carter shortly before H o’clock. 
Ex-Mayor II. E.Hothfldd was chosen chair* 
man and Mr. Albert Carter secretary. 

Mr. Hothftdd stated that the meeting was 
a gathering of thofte to whom the follow- 
ing invitation had been sent, and who wero 
to give the matter careful consideration : 

“The undersigned, In common with many 
of their fellow citizens, feel greatly dis- 
turbed over tho present condition of affairs 
in the school department of our city. 

In view of the opinions of the members 
of the school board, as publicly reported in 
the matter of the re-election of the present 
superintendent, we fear a serious injury 
may be done to our schools, and a grave in- 
jury to a public servant. 

We believe that a large majority of our 
citizens recognize the high standing of our 
schools at the present time, and we feel 
that no change should be made in the office 
of superintendent without most serious 
consideration. 

If you are interested you are invited to 
attend a meeting to consider tho matter, at 
the Woodland Park Hotel, Wednesday 
evening, May 3rd, at 7.43,” 

Tho Invitation was signed by F. A. Dew- 
son, E. H. Haskell. II. K. Bothfeld, E. II. 
Mason, {Samuel Ward, James P. Tolman, 
Mitchell Wing, Frank J. Hale, C. A. Drew, 
II. W. Mason, James Richard Carter. 

Mr. Ilothfeld continued, suyiug that un- 
less good reasons were shown for tho need 
of a change In the superintendence' no 
change should be made. The expression 
of public sentiment would be gained that 
would show that Mr. Aldrich should not 
be turned down unless for some reasons of 
importance. This should go out us the con- 
sensus of opinion of those who made up 
the gathering at the meeting. He called 
upon Mr. James R. Carter to state what 
was} propose< I, as he, Mr. Carter, had been 
active in having the meeting called. 

Sir. Carter said the meeting was not that 
of a band of leading partisans, but as a 
gathering of liberal minded men, who were 
to see if any injury would be done the 
schools of Newton by the removal of Mr. 
Aldrich, and to take such consideration of 
the subject as might bring a full expression 
of public opinion. This would show Cue 
school board what the people 1 bought, and 
that that body would be obliged to give 
heed 1 to whatever might be said. Invita- 
tions, lie said, li.nl only been extended to a 
few from each ward. It was the desire not 
to have too great a gathering at t lie outset, 
yet that all parts of the city might bo 
beard from. At the close an address care- 
fully formulated would be prepared, signed 
by those present, and published, that all 
citizens might be given an opportunity to 
be heard. If it was found to lie tin* general 
opinion that Mr. Aldrich was not tin* man 
for the place, then that would end the 
work of those who lmd first taken the 
matter up. If it was found that the poo 
pie desired to retain Mr. Aldrich, this 
would be manifested to the school board. 

Mr. Carter then read the following ad- 
dress : 

Taking it for granted that in every en- 
lightened community its public servants 
should be judged by their works, and ap- 
proval or condemnation bestowed in ac- 
cordance with them, it Is unfortunate when 
other methods prevail. 

This is true of every office, but when so 
important a one us that of .superintendent 
of schools is in question, having as its use 
the proper guidance of the education and 
training of our children, the above princi- 
ples should be followed more rigidly than 
in the case of an office concerned with mat- 
ters |of mere routine or even financial ex- 
penditures, where errors of method would 
not be so far reaching in their conse- 
quences. 

There has recently been published in the 
papers a report of an informal meeting of 
the Newton school board, from which the 
only inference that cun be drawn is that a 
majority of tho .school board think a change 
should be made in the otlice of superiuteu 
dent of schools. 

As the matter is of great importance to 
us all, not tlio.se only who have children in 
the schools, but to all public spirited citi- 
zens who have the welfare of our city at 
heart, it certainly is a time when the ques- 
tion should be fairly considered on its 
merits without regard to friendship for, or 
opposition to tiie present incumbent, Mr. 
Aldrich; making it personal to him only so 
far as evidence shows lie had fulfilled his 
duty, or been lacking in it. 

On these lines we naturally examine the 
testimony of tho committee who have been 
ussociuted with him. First, considering 
that of those who registered their votes 
against him, we are somewhat surprised to 
find he is almost unanimously considered 
courteous und able, and that the matters in 
which lie is criticised do not at all relate to 
his efficiency in the management of the 
schools; yet hero is the real vital point - 
the only one worthy of serious considera- 
tion. 

Some tell us he is a politician, but in the 
sumu nrcuth tell us lie is autocrutic, rather 
a contradiction, for it certainly is not poli- 
tic to attempt to be uutocratic until one lias 
obtained the dominant position of a Croker 
or a Platt with their servile following, and 
the board would rightfully resent the im- 
putation of being subservient to Mr. Al- 
drich. 

It should be remembered that the super- 
intendent has only advisory powers with 
the bourd, und if being autocratic means 
that he lius the courage of his convictions, 
states his opinions frankly und sticks t<» 
them firmly, because lie thinks he is right, 
whether they offend locul interests or not, 
then it is a vuluuble qualification for the 
position. 

Another member tells us Mr. Aldrich 
considers himself an educational expert. 
We certainly hope lie is, for that is tho 
only reason lie is paid a largo salary. 
Where, however, in these days when teach- 
ing is a profession and a science, the mem- 
ber tells us he iias a small opinion of edu- 
cational expel Is and prefers tin* opinion of 
“plain bluff men,” we think the question 
whether or not it is u good reason for dis- 
pensing with the services of Mr. Aldrich, 
cun be safely left to the intelligence of tho 
community, without comment 
Another member thinks it against the in- 
terest of the city to liavo the superinten- 
dent on tiie State Bourd of Education, us it 
leads to making experiments, but he does 
not specify where we have suffered. He 
cannot refer to Sloyd, which some con- 
sidered un experiment, for lie wus uu udvo- 
eute of that course of study. I ncidentully 
it is an interesting fact that Sloyd, an elec- 
tive, requiring the written request of 
parent or guurdiun, is taken by over UO per 
cent, of those, who huveu right to itsprlvi- 

Still another tells us the touchers ure in 
terror of Mr. Aldrich. Thut suggestion is 
emphatically answered by the statement in 
writing of over t>o per cent, of the teachers 
denying such misrepresentation of their 
position. If oluiuieu it was done under 
duress, the argument fuils w hen it is re- 
numbered the superintendent cannot en- 
gage or discharge u single teuchcr, that 


power resting with tho hoard, and that the 
above action was taken after tho action of 
tho hoard In Doeombor had foreshadowed 
tho prosent movement. 

Another member, who certainly has given 
most faithful service In visiting schools one 
hair a day a week since his election, tolls 
us he lias no criticism to make. 

Another member tells us frankly he dif- 
fers from Mr. Aldrich in educational theo- 
ries, and instances the study of Latin, 
which he thinks ought not to ho studied in 
tho grammar school; a fair difference of 
opinion entitled to consideration. 

lint when we find that tho s inly is op- 
tional and that the average age of the 
scholar In the grammar school called open . 
to study Latin is thirteen years, and that I 
forty years ago, pupils In the Huston Latin 
school began to study it at nine years, it 
certainly emild not tie considered reason 
for a change in management. This mem- 
ber honestly and fairly states that he con- 
siders Mr. Aldrich an honest, straightfor- 
ward man, and an able administrator, and 
that lie has received letters from several 
educators throughout the state saying they 
regard Mr. Aldrich as being among the 
first three nr four educators in Now Eng- 
land. 

Another member makes no criticism of 
work done, or results achieved, but thinks 
there is considerable discontent among tho 
intelligent portion of the community, and 
if it exists to tho extent of ‘23 per cent, 
there ought to be a change. We desire that 
the facts may be put before the community 
so that it can make an intelligent and not a 
partisan judgment, no matter what its con- 
clusions may he. 

Another member refers to a matter In 
which both parties in question confessed i 
to an honest misunderstanding; further, 
refers to an instance where Mr. Aldrich in- 
duced a majority of a local committee to 
vote against a certain appointment* As it 
was his duty to advise, and the presump- 
tion is his arguments were of weight, wo 
fail to see why the ordinary discharge of 
Ills duty should bo criticised. 

If the public will carefully consider all 
the statements made, we think it will come 
inevitably to the conclusion expressed by 
another member of the committee, who 
stated that his early training having been 
that of a lawyer, he felt he knew what 
would be considered evidence, but in his 
judgment nothing hail been presented 
which could be called evidence. 

What have we a right to ask for in a sup- 
erintendent ? Certainly not a man without 
faults. Such a man would be too good not 
only for Newton, but for this world. As 
the old writer, Jeremy Taylor says, “tho 
saints arc in Heaven.” 

What we desire und look for, is a man 
trained by experience to the duties he is 
called upon to perform; of good executive 
ability when such a quality is demanded, 
und when called upon in his advisory ca- 
pacity, one who will fearlessly maintain 
his views and not curry favor at the ex- 
pense of his honest judgment. 

If the present superintendent is deficient, 
judged by the above standard, it is the duty 
of the board to seek for another. Hut the 
public lias the right to demand that the fact 
of such deficiency shall be established by 
evidence, and that the desire for change 
shall not be the result in any degree of per- 
sonal unfriendliness. 

Is it strange that the action of the board 
is more carefully scrutinized, ami does not 
the board owe it to itself to proceed more 
carefully in the matter, when it is known 
that at least one member before his elec- 
tion to the board, expressed a desire to get 
upon tiie board that lie might uutuenuize 
Mr. Aldrich? Will the public willingly 
permit a possible injury to our schools tiiut 
personal animosities may be satisfied? 

No man cun occupy the position of sup- 
erintendent or any other important ollice 
in our city, and suit everybody. What we 
have the right to demand is that lie shall 
use his best judgment, ami that such judg- 
ment uml consequent action, when intelli- 
gently considered, shall appeal to the rea- 
son of the community. 

That the public may have further light 
as to the wisdom of some acts of the super- 
intendent, which have been criticised, it 
may be useful to see by the evidence of tiie 
school records to what extent his judg- 
ment was supported by the board. It 
should be kept in mind lu considering 
these matters that the superintendent has 
simply advisory powers, and that the 
board only lias the power of action. II 
the records show that his advice was ac- 
cepted by the board by a large majority, it 
is certainly a vindication of his judgement. 

There is no escape from this conclusion 
unless you accept the insinuation, which 
we are sure the community would not for 
one instant countenance, which it was re- 
ported was made by one of the bourd at 
its recent informal meeting, viz. that 
the board in former days merely registered 
the will of Mr. Aldrich, implying thut they 
were men without force of character, or 
judgment of their own. 

Let us see what the records show us in 
the case of the Adams school. May 3rd, 
M>4, the building having been damunged by 
lire, it was voted to build a new brick 
schoolhoiise, as it was nexpidieut on ac- 
count of cost to repair me old one. Tiie 
Public Property Committee thought differ- 
ently, but instead of restoring the building 
to its former plan of three stories, at much 
less expense made a two story building, 
everything being done that prudence could 
dictate to put it in a proper and sanitary 
condition. We recommend a perusal of the 
records of the meeting of February ‘20th, 
''.Hi, to any one wishing a full understand- 
ing of the matter. 

After a report from tho superintendent 
giving at length the history of the case, 
and a report of Prof. Woodbridge, a well 
known expert on sanitation, in which lie 
stated the building was in a primer and safe 
condition (making only two or three slight 
recommendations, which were followed) 
the School Hoard acted upon a petition to 
discontinue tho old building, unit gave a 
hearing to the petitioners. After the hear- 
ing a motion to discontinue was not even 
seconded, and the board then voted unani- 
mously against abandonment. 1 he action 
und the responsibility were tiie board’s tiie 
superintendent not having even a vote. 
Would the citizens as a whole have ap- 
proved of the abandonment, with evidence 
showing the building wus perfectly suita- 
ble for use, und that huge expenditure 
would be required soon in case of such 
abandonment? , , A1 . 

On April ’2(», ‘.MJ, a member of tiie board 
moved to transfer pupils from the old to 
the new Adums school. Seconded by a 
member who did not approve of tho 
motion, merely to bring it to a vote, it wus 
then defeated by a vote of thirteen to one. 

The question ot u master for the Hamil- 
ton sob oid has occasioned considerable feel- 
ing. Records of September 211, show 
that the resignation »»f the former master 
was accepted, and a petition regarding a 
new ono placed on file. September '2.», 
isttt, order wus offered to obtain a master, 
uml referred to tiie local committee. Oct. 
‘23, u x>, a majority and a minority report 
was submitted, the mujority without stat- 
ing reasons approving the order: the 
minority report giving extended reasons 
for withholding approval. 1 he order then 
failed of pussuga by a vote of ten to two. 

On June *23, ’97, a majority of tho local 
committee, in nominating teachers for tho 
Hamilton school, strongly urged the ap- 
pointment of u muster; the minority dis- 
senting. The mutter was referred to a com- 
mittee coiisistiu of the locul committee 
uud two additional members. September 
8th, 'H7, this committee reported, sustain- 
ing the minority report, which was against 
appointing a muster. Is this action ot the 
committee reasonable ground for a griev- 
ance against the superintendent ? 

in regard to kindergarten uml sloyd, both 
recommended by the superintendent. In t 
introduced by the board, there has been 
honest difference of opinion, but there has 
been so strong un expression of opinion 
from tiie public us to tlieir usefulness, that 
the majority of the bourd feel they ure jus- 
tified in melr action. . 

Some \ ears ago uiau y parents objected 
to tho lengthening of the High school ses- 
sion to five hours, overlooking the fact thut 
the rules of the board required it. H any 
one will read the report of the superinten- 


dent, presented to the board at Its meeting 
April 12, ’i»3. I think he will admit that 
judged from the standpoint of the good of 
the schools, it was a necessary and wise 
change, although It may have interfered 
slightly with domestic arrangements. In- 
formation being sought from twenty-nine 
High schools at that time, It wus found 
that about twenty-five had five hour ses- 
sions or over. 

Storm signal and danger signal are al- 
most synonymous terms. It is unfortunate 
the storm signal was not given the day of 
our last blizzard. Hut those of us who 
have somewhat similar resmmsihillties are 
perhaps more lenient in our judgment than 
those who without responsibility know 
afterwards just when tho signal ought to 
have been given. 1 have no doubt many a 
business man of Newton, not realizing the 
severity of the storm, regretted when too 
late that he lmd not allowed his employees 
to leave earlier than they did, so that they 
might have reached their homes. 

We would recommend toall the report of 
tho committee on rules and regulations 
given November *24. 't>4. It Is an open 
question whether it is better to loso a 
school day which costs the tax papers about 
$300, or to continue tho session and allow 
each parent to be the judge as to whether 
it is best or not to allow ills individual 
child to attend. No harm results to any 
child, for there is no penalty attached to 
such absence, and it Is a recognized duty of 
the teachers to assist tho pupil in making 
up his lessons. 

As I have already taxed your patience, 
will speak of the study of Algebra and 
Latin in the Grammar schools only to re- 
fer to recommendations made by the super- 
intendent, and action taken by the hoard 
on January ‘2dtli, ’5)3, April ‘2tith, Mi3, and 
May 24 ’03 in favor. 

In conclusion, we believe that while 
there are honest differences of opinion ns 
to some of the methods of Mr. Aldrich, us 
there will be with the methods of all the 
superintendents Newton may have In the 
next fifty years, he possesses in so marked 
a degree those qualities and abilities that 
make an efficient superintendent, that a 
large majority of our people would feel it 
a misfortune to our schools to lose his s- r 
vices. 

It should tie a source of gratification to 
Newton that the curriculum of its schools 
is almost in complete accord with the 
recommendations of the committee of 
fifteen of tiie National Educational Asso- 
ciation. 

We ask the public before they consent to 
dispense with tiie services of the man who 
uiaintain.sour schools at this high stand- 
ard. to see to it that more than petty or par- 
tisan reasons are given. To quote tiie 
words ot Mr. Raokernian, chairman of the 
Milton school board when Mr. Aldrich was 
superintendent of the schools of both 
Quincy and Milton, “If I were a citizen of 
Newton, I should regard the dismissal of 
Mr. Aldrich as a great public misfortune.” 
Let us so arouse public opinion that the 
supposition may not become a fact.

Mr, F. A. Dewson was the next speaker. 
He read letters endorsing the administra- 
tion of Mr Aldrich from Lincoln R. Stone, 
George T. Lincoln. Thomas Rond Lindsay 
and Rev. William II. Davis. 

Continuing, Mr, Dewson said he believed 
that there had been an intention by people 
to substitute in the school board men who 
had declared their prejudice against Mr. 
Aldrich, and would effect his removal. 
This lmd gone on until these voters had 
succeeded in getting enough men of their 
belief on the school board who would carry 
out the purpose. The dissatisfaction was 
purely local. It was the ideas and con- 
cerns of a class that were being carried out 
in this movement to oust Mr. Aldrich. 

Mr. Dewson said be bad thought Mr. 
Aldrich brusque, and found him so on an 
occasion. Hut remembering the trials of a 
man in that position, lie thought the man 
excusable if lie did at times lose patience. 
Such a quality was not to be considered, in 
men of high qualifications, as of any im- 
portance Mr. Aldrich stands as one of 
the most efficient educators in Massaclm- 
selts. He lmd been charged with being un 
autocrat. An autocrat was wanted. A 
man who would obtain subordination from 
his subordinates. A man who could iullu- 
ence a school committee. 

Teachers were said to be terrorized. Mr. 
Dewson had personally Asked a number of 
teachers, and all said they would like to 
have him retained. The opinions pub- 
lished in the account of the school hoard’s 
special meeting two weeks ago, lie did not 
look upon as well considered. Mr. Dewson 
took up the points brought out by mem- 
bers of t e school board at thut meeting, 
and offered his views o:i tiie same subjects. 
In regards to Mr. Aldrich making experi- 
ments, it was just such experiments that 
brought progress. If an expert, (as was 
charged i by some members of ttie school 
board, it was an expert who was endorsed 
by the college, of which all were so proud. 

Mr. E. R. Haskell read a communication 
from Rev. G. W. Shinn, 1). I)., who ex- 
pressed himself as warmly in favor of Mr. 
Aldrich's retention. Mr. Samuel Ward 
read a letter on the subject from Rev. E..M. 
Noyes of Newton Centre, who entertained 
the same views. 

Ex-Representative E. L. Pickard was 
called upon by Mr. Hothfeld, and said he 
was strongly opposed to tiie proposed 
change. He knew thut Auburndule people 
felt the same. Reasons lmd been given by 
the soltool board members, which did not 
commend themselves. It would be hard to 
make people believe that Mr. Aldrich was 
not well adapted and qualified to fill such a 
position, and that he was not desirable as a 
superintendent. 

Mr, George IV. Rlodgett of Auburndule 
gave the opinion of Dr. McAllister of the 
Drexel Institute ot Philadelphia, who said 
in speaking of Mr. Aldrich, ‘there is not a 
better educator in the country.” 

One teacher had told Mr. Rlodgett that 
all the teachers liked him, ami hoped lie 
would be retained. Two other opinions 
were quoted by Mr. Aldrich, which caused 
a laugh. Two men who had heard Mr. | 
Aldrich speak on the subject of “Scientific 
Temperance” before a class of business 
men in an Auburudale church. One said, j 
meeting Mr. Rlodgett some time alter, that 
it was iiis opinion that “Mr. Aldrich should 
not hesitate in expressing his opinion on 
such a subject,” and the other on an occu- ' 
sion told Mr. Rlodgett that “Mr. Aldrich I 
should express no opinions.” These, Mr. 
Rlodgett offered as a sample of different 
people's views. Continuing, he said peo- 1 
pie unfamiliar with the subject ot educa- 
tion might make dogmatic criticisms which 
were not entitled to weight, simply because 
they were utifamiliur with the subject. ' 
Innovations might not meet with the ap- 
proval of some people, but those people tl id | 
not realize thut since their school days : 
there had been progression. 

Mr. T. H. Fitzpatrick felt the case might 
be rested in Mr. Carter’s puper, yet those 
interested in tho subject would feel obliged 
to express themselves, as they did not wish 
to see an injustice dono tiie schools and 
teachers. Tho schools of Newton, Mr. 
Fitzpatrick thought, were wisely di reote< 1 
uud lmd good teachers. Tho testimony of 1 

teachers wus eutilled t<» more weight loan 
the school board. Hotter reasons must be 
offered than those offered at the special 
meeting of the school board. It would be 
un injustice to those who voted for these 1 
men it mote cause than that which had 
been offered wus not shown, The testi- I 
ninny of the teuehers had invariably been 
favorable, lu conclusion Mr. Fitzpatrick 
expressed his hope thut a committee would I 
be appointed to further the purpose of the i 
meeting. 

Mr. J 1’. Tolmun thought any remarks of 
those members of the school bourd, who ( 
hud served since All. Aldrich’s uppoiul- 
meet, might be of much interest. 

Mr. Samuel Waul suid he hud been u 
member of tiie school bourd for ubout six 
yours He knew there was un uutocrut on 
the school board but his name was not Aid- 
rich. i Laughter ) To call Mr. Aldrich u 
politician wus simply uu outrage. Mr. 
Aldriih wus nothing of u politician.

Mr. Aldrich to be as a man. He wasah-o 
finely honest ami pet feetly flank. In dis- 
cussing tlm resignation of Mr, Goodwin 
with Mi. Aid. mu, Mr. Ward nad loim i 
that the siiporltiiendoni did not attempt to 
conceal lim opinions do any soojeci, out, 
oil the contrary , expressed tueni ireely, re- 
gardless ot lue ideas of those to whom he 
might lie speaking.

Mr. Ward paid a high tribute to Mr 
A fill lull as ail educator, and said ilnti it w, t > 
the latter's independence ot jinmmeut n.,i 
was too muoll lor some of tlm . o m. t 
members. 

Independence of judgment, Mr. Ward 
thought would he a good thing among mem- 
bers of the school board, lie told mi i.n i 
dent which occurred prior to .Mr. Aldrnn - 
lust re-election. Approaching a oertai i 
member of the board Mr. Wind uskei, 
“How do you leel about reelecting Mr. 
Aldrich ? Ho you tlnnk it would be a goo. I 
tiling?” This member replied, ”i oon't 
know; I want to see Renner.” 

There were members of the school bourd 
who were anxious to ascertain the wishes 
of Hie majority before voting on certain 
matters, .nr. Ward preferred men who lmd 
minds and opinions ot tlieir own that they 
felt free to express. 

Mr. Ward did not believe Mr. Aldrich to 
be autocratic. He was sure the latter had 
changed much in Hie past two years, and i 
had heard others say tiie same. 

Mr. Guidon R. Fisher, also a former ' 
member of the school board from Ward 5, t 
said he hud been treated by Mr. Aldrich 
with the utmost courtesy and with defer- 1 
ence that was surprising, bo far as he had | 
come in contact with Mr. Aldrich person- 
ally lie had found him to be perfectly gen- 
tlemanly. He hud no criticism to offer, and 1 
felt Mr. Aldrich a most able man. As re- i 
gards the insinuation that Mr. Aldrich was 
a politician. Mr. Fisher felt thut thut was 
absurd. There was nothing of the politi- | 
clan about Mr. Aldrich. If there were, I 
things would not be ns they are. 

Mr. C. A. Drew, a former member of the 
school board from Ward 1. told of Mr. I 
Aldrich's good qualities and of his etfi- I 
oiency. Mr. Drew said he was a member i 
of the school board when Mr. Aldrich was 
appointed. Hefore the committee had ob- 1 
tained Mr. Aldrich they had heard him rec- | 
otnmended most highly by prominent odu- i 
catnrs. Without a superintendent it was j 
difficult to get along. Such trouble would j 
likely be encountered if Mr. Aldrich was 
removed. Mr. Drew thought there was 
much hatm in changes. 

Mr. C. II. Ames was the Inst speaker. 
He spoke highly of Mr Aldrio t, and 
thought the latter's re-elect i"ii was opposed ! 
by certain members of the school board 
for other reasons than his management of. 
the schools. 

Mr. James I*. Tolman presented the fol- 
lowing statement of facts, which was un- ; 
aniinously endorsed by a voice vote, and 
will be circulated as an expression of the 
opinion of those present. 

To the {School Committee of the City of 

Newton : — 

The undersigned, citizens who are inter- J 
ested in the welfare of our public schools, ‘ 
have had their attention culled to a recent : 
meeting of your board, at which it was in- ' 
formally voted that it would be inexpedient 
to re-elect at the coming ii eeting, in June, 
the present superintend nt 

The vital importance of this matter leads 
us to earnestly request thut final action be 
deferred until you have acquainted the 
people with such public reasons as may be 1 
worthy of consideration 

We fully recognize the power with which 
t lie board is clothed, and that we have no 
right to interfere with the discharge of its 
duties; but in a matter of such uioinetit it 
would seem botii wise and proper that you 
should take counsel with your constituents. 

We make this reque.-t the more freely lie- 
cause you have recently appealed to tiie 
public for its opinion of the present courses 
of study in the schools. Therefore we 
urge upon your consideration that it is not 
enough to treat such a matter upon person- 
al grounds— that it is no objection to a sup- 
erintendent to be regarded as an expert in 
his calling, or to have the confidence of pro- 
fessional educators; that it is no bar to a 
superintendent's efficiency that he is able 
to address his teachers in language making 
clear to them tiie aims and opportunities 
of their art, and to inspire them with en- 
thu-iasm in their work. 

Have the schools retrograded or advanced 
during recent years? Have the teachers 
displayed less devotion to and less intelli- 
gent interest in their work? Has the dis- 
cipline of the teaching force shown any 
deterioration ? lias the average attendance 
of the pupils shown a decline? Has the 
preparation of pupils leaving our schools 
lor higher institutions of learning shown 
less favorably than heretofore in compari- 
son with scholars from other cities? Has 
tiie selection of new teachers been fortu- 
nate, ami made with the single aim of im- 
proving the service, regardless of personal 
interest? Has the superintendent, in mak- 
ing lil- recommendations, braved the dis- 
pleasure of members having locul interests 
at stake, or has lie attempted to sacrifice 
the public good for the sake ol gaining 
favor with individuals? 

May we know of any reasons moving you 
which bear upon the conduct ami efficiency 
of our schools, or may we not rat lief urge, 
that in view of the injury to our schools 
which would accompany a needless change, 
you will reconsider your supposed inten- 
tion and re elect our present worthy and 
efficient superintendent ?

A STRONG PROTEST. 

The meeting at the Woodland Park 
liotel, Wednesday evening, to discuss the 
vote of the school board to retire Mr. Al- 
drich was a remarkable one, from the 
character of the men who gathered at the 
meeting, and from the very strong endorse- 
ment Mr. Aldrich received from men who 
are certainly entitled to speak with some 
authority on educational matters. 

Evidently if Mr. Aldrich is not re-elected 
superintendent, it will cause great dissatis- 
faction, and it will lead to a determined 
effort in future city campaigns to defeat 
those responsible for the movement against 
Mr. Aldrich. 

The whole affair is much to be regretted 
by all who are interested in our schools, as 
such constant changes in the office of sup- 
erintendent can not fail to be disadvant- 
ageous to the schools. Every superinten- 
dent, if he Is worthy of the office, has a dis- 
tinct policy of his own, and he will guide 
the schools by that, and make the changes 
recessary to carry out his ideas. The 
teachers become familiar with them, the 
scholars fall into Hue, and just when 
things are settled down and good results 
might be expected, a change is made, a 
rew man comes along, and the whole thing 
is thrown out of gear, until the policy of 
the new man can be developed, and the 
schools started off on a new tack. 

The trouble seems to be that we arejlook- 
fng for a perfect man to come along and 
take charge of our schools, one who will be 
at the head of his profession, be up to date 
in every respect, and yet whose ideas will 
be acceptable to the New Education and 
the Old Education, who can be all things 
to all men in such an agreeable way that 
lie will offend no one, und then perhaps we 
might ull be able to agree to support him 
heartily for a year at least. 

Hut the trouble is that there are few 
such men tilling the office of superinten- 
dent of schools, this side of Germany, at 
least, and the question is whether it would 
not be better to bear the ills we have than 
to make a change because Mr. Aldrich does 
not suit every one. Is there any assurance 
that his successor would be any more satis- 
factory, or that we could better our schools 
by making a change. Mr. Aldrich is 
charged with being an “autocrat," but is 
not every teacher in our schools an auto- 
crat, and when it comes to tliat the school 
board itself is charged with being the most 
autocratic body known in our system of 
government. Rut autocrats ure not such u 
bad thing, except of course when they run 
against our own ideas aud wishes. Every 
superintendent is an autocrat and would he 
worth nothing unless he was, aud in the 
present case the only proper thing would 
seem to be to find out just whut the senti- 
ment -of Newton people is on the question, 
whether they like the kind of autocrat we 
li.iv - -ir whether they would prefer to have 
60 IUH -other kind. The wish of the niajnri- 


ter was outgrown long ago, as Gen. Merritt 
says, and West Roxbury people should 
recognize the hopelessness of their under- 
taking. 


An Important event in the history of 
Newton was the dedication, yesterday, of 
ttie Home for Aged People, located at 
Upper Falls. Through the Stone bequest 
and the generosity of Newton people the 
former Otis Pettee estate, oneof the largest 
and most beautifully situated houses In 
Newton, has been fitted up and an income 
provided, so that elderly people may there 
find a haven of rest in their declining 
jears, and be assured of that care and com- 
fort which they need to make their last 
years pleasant ones. These Homes in other 
cities have been of great benntlt, and many 
of the inmates prefer to pay their expenses 
at such places, rather than to be dependent 
upon the care to be found In a boarding 
house, or the trouble attendant upon keep- 
ing up a house of their own. The number 
of inmates provides society, which makes 
the long hours pass pleasantly, and the 
Home management provides for all their 
wants in the most careful manner. It will 
probably not be many months before the 
Home will have a goodly number of 
inmates. 


Two pickpockets managed to relieve 
Police Captain Warren of Hrighton of a 
pocket book containing $35, at the Hoston 
A- Albany depot In Boston, on Monday. 
They corralled him in a sleeping car, and 
the captain managed to hold on to one of 
the thieves. When pickpockets become so 
plenty that they begin to rob policemen, 
evidently something will have to be done 
about it. The gentry have been unusually 
numerous in Boston of late, although but 
little has been said about it iu the pupers, 
as the poliee have tried to keep the matter 
quiet, in order to enable them to lu^ve a 
better chance to lind the thieves. The 
thief who was captured, when informed 
that it was a policeman he had robbed, 
apologized by saying that it was so dark in 
the car they could not tell him from an 
ordinary man. 

Senator Hodgkins of Somerville is a 
good legislator for the Boston Elevated to 
have in the Senate, as his provision for the 
payment for cars on Tremont street that 
might be diverted from the subway was so 
ingeniously worded that it is doubtful if a 
cent can be collected under it, and proba- 
bly that was the intention. The Governor 
should veto the bill, ns it would mean a 
great loss from the revenue from the sub- 
way. The Boston elevated crowd owned 
the Senate, evidently, us Hodgkins boasted 
in speaking for his measure, and now it re- 
mains to be seen what hold it has on the 
Governor. 


The board of aldermen are considering 
an ordinance limiting the speed of motor 
wagons to 10 miles an hour, on any public 
street. As such wugons promise to be 
plentiful iu the near future, the necessity 
of some limitation to the speed with which 
they are run is evident. In the hands of 
inexperienced drivers such wagons would 
easily be a great danger to all using the 
street, as well as to the occupuuts of the 
wagon.

ALDRICH CONTROVERSY IIK-OPKNKI* AT A

HOWES, 

To consider the advisability of Increasing 
the salary of Andrew G. George, head of 
the English department of the High school, 
the school hoard held a special meeting lust 
evening. Incidentally the Aldrich contro- 
versy was re-opened, in the form of a com- 
munication from the teachers of the New- 
ton schools. Mr. Howes of Ward Seven 
asked that It he received, and made a part 
of the records. There was no discussion, 
and it was laid on the table. 

The meeting was called to order at 7.4ft 
by Chairman Benner. Thirteen members 
were present. The chairman stated the 
purpose of the meeting. Mr. George had 
recently been offered a position as master 
of a Boys’ school in Brooklyn at a Hilary 
of $3500. 

The High school committee reported Mr. 
George was willing to remain in Newton at 
a salary of S2lK)0. An order increasing his 
salary to this figure was presented, hearing 
the unanimous endorsement of the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Hardy said the committee appreci- 
ated the services of Mr. George, and de- 
sired the adoption of the order. Its adop- 
tion was moved by Mr. Avery. 

In reply to Dr. Hamilton's request for 
information, Mr. Huntington, chairman of 
the High school committee, said thut his 
committee had conferred with Mr. George, 
uud the latter expressed himself as willing 
to remain m New ton at a salary of $2(K)0. 

Dr. Hamilton desired to know if the 
adoption of such an order might not bring 
the ultimate discontinuance of a uniformity 
of salaries among teachers. 

Mrs. Anders thought the hoard would 
not by such an action establish any prece- 
dent that would afterwards be regretted. 
Mr. George was most efficient, and the 
board should not let 8200 stand in the way 
of retaining him. 

Mr. Avery thought the questions of the 
future might be safely left to the future. It 
would be a calamity to lose Mr. George for 
such a trivial sum. 

Mr. Rand hoped the hoard would see fit 
to retain Mr. George. lie spoke of the lat- 
ter’s ability, and faithfulness, and referred 
to his service in the highest terms of praise. 
As un amendment lie moved the amount 
recommended by the finance committee be 
increased to 827(H). This was seconded by 
Mr. Luitweiler, and remarks endorsing 
such an action were made by Mr. Howes 
and Mr. Avery. 

Mr. Knowlton appreciated Mr. George's 
efficiency, and did not wish to take any- 
thing from tiie forcu of the remarks of the 
previous speakers. He thought, however, 
the question of salaries one of varied as- 
pects. It would be better to carry out the 
recommendations of tiie committee, and let 
the question of a possible increase over this 
sum be postponed. 

Mr. Knowlton thought the board should 
have in mind the condition of tiie city 
treasury, and remember the limitations im- 
posed by the city’s financial condition. 

Mr. Rand's amendment was put ami lost. 
The order placing the salary of Mr. George 
at $2(500 was adopted. 

Mr. Howes, after a suspension of the 
rules was matte, said : 

"I find on consulting the School Depart- 
ment Manual for this year, that tiie teach- 
ing force in our schools numbers iftti per- 
sons. 

*‘l hold in my hand a statement signed 
by 185 of our teachers, uud I am told that 
papers of a similar character are in other 
hands which have the signatures of ut least 
ten additional teachers. Ho thut it may be 
stated that tiie substance of this paper is 
tiie expression of over ‘JO per ceut. of all tiie 
teachers in our schools. 

"This statement was, I think, placed in 
my hands in March and with tiie instruc- 
tion to make sucli use of it as my judgment 
should dictate. 

”1 shall have it published in the locul 
papers of this week’s issue. Therefore 1 
am alone responsible for its publication. 

"Before doing so, however,! have thought 
it proper to present it at this meeting. 1 
wish to say here and now that tills state- 
ment which bus been signed by so large u 
number of the men und women teachers in 
our schools, originated with, and is abso- 
lutely a voluntary expression of, those 
signing it. In presenting this statement I 
move that it be received and made a part of 
tiie records of the proceedings of this meet- 
ing.” 

It reads as follows: 

Wiikhuah, A report lias come to ns that the 
teachers arc not in Accord with Mr. Aldrich, 
we, whiling to disabuse the minds of any who 
may be interested to know the real sentiment of 
those associated with the Superintendent in 
school work, hereby declare our appreciation of 
his marked executive ability, Ins helpfulness 
and staunch friendship to Ills subordinates, and 
bis sterling qualities of character. We believe 
the.best Interests of the children in the Newton 
Schools to lie promoted under his admit istra- 
tiun.

Miss Dana, of tlie Newton Froe* 
j bel school, gave a very practical explamr 
lion of tlie "gifts,” answering tlie follow- 
j questions, which will lie familiar to all up- 
on the kindergarten field, a? they are so 
generally asked : 

I. H’liat are the gifts? 

II- Why did Froebel chose these special 
materials? 

Ill Of what value are they to tlie 
child? 

IV. How are they to he used ? 
j V. What should lie tlie aim of thekin- 
| deraartner in the use of the same? 

VI. Wlmt is required of the kiudergart- 
j uer herself ? 

Mi" Kate I, Butler, who has charge of 
I the t.’lallin kindergarten, nfter giving a 
brief sketch of Froebel's life, presented 
, some of his characteristics, sneaking first 
j of Ins Iminilitv. lie studied the peasant 
I mothers with their babies. 11c listened to 
tlie children'll talk, to learn of them ; ami 
to suggestions of his friends, to improve by 
! them. He would even allow others to give 
I to the world ideas of which he was the uu- 
j tlior, because they could belter express 
' them. 

He hud great devotion, never sparing 
Himself, believing that "the soul was great- 
er thun the bo ly." Yet he said, "Before 
you can be an angel in lieaveu you must be 
one on earth." 

He bad boundless enthusiasm, which lie 
imparted to his pupils. He was u prophet, 
full of faith ami endless patience. 

The idea of tlie kindergarten originated 
with him. And other theories of his in re- 
gard to education are more and more gen- 
erally accepted. He suggested such an 
educational union for parents and teachers 
as now exists in Newton. It was the lov- 
ing, great heart of tlie man himself which 
won men to Dim and to his ideas. 

Nliss Aiken read an interesting paper on 
"The Spirit of Play," in which site said: 
"\\ e ask ourselves what it all means us we 
watch with untiring interest the endless 
variety of the child’s play. Why does he 
delight thus to change himself into objects 
not himself? Tlie answer is a simple one. 
The world about the child is very new. He 
wants to understand it, to enter into its 
life. There is but one way in which lie 
can do this, he must re live that life, then 
he will know it. So he plays he is a lior.se, 
or a dog, or a bird, and having shared tlie 
activities of these animals, he feels himself 
one with them, and his sympathy for all 
life is quickened. The child who lias 
played lie is a little bird will notice tlie 
next bird he sees with keener interest, be- 
cause he has made the life of the bird ins 
own, and with the wise guidance ami 
sympathy of mother and kindergartuer, 
seeds of cruelty will find no place in his 
heart, because love has tilled it. 

How can we as mothers and kiudergart* 
ners lielp our children to be tlie happy, 
strong, true little ones which is their 
divine birtli right. Must we not be a child 
with them, entering joyously into their in- 
nocent plays and imitations? "l’lay-be- 
lievo” with them, ns my little niece says, 
when she wants me to make believe 1 am a 
housekeeper and she the store man with 
goods to sell. 

Mrs. Chauning Rust of Boston, secretary 
of tlie Eastern Kindergarten Association, 
gave a beautiful account of what tlie kin- 
dergarten has accomplished, leaving no 
doubt in tlie minds of all, tliut despite of 
all the lucks which are of execution, not 
of plan, the nobility of its purposes and 
results is undeniable. 

The next meetings of tlie Froebel Union 
will be held ul the home of the president, 
No. 3o, Birch Hill road, Newtonville. They 
will be devoted to sewing, and the discus- 
sion of the need of day uursuries in our 
city.

PHOMINICNT IN BUSINESS, BANKING ANI) 
POLITICAL CIRCLES OF BOSTON ANI) 
NEWTON. 

Albert F. Hayward, one of tiie moit 
prominent Republican leaders, died Tues- 
day evening at tiie Newton hospital, wiiere 
lie underwent uu operation, from tiie shock 
of which lie failed to rally. 

He was born in Bridgewater, Jan. 24, 
1S40, and received his education in tiie pub- 
lic schools of that town. For many years 
he had lived in Newton Highlands. He 
was closely identified with the growth und 
development of tliut district, und held many 
j positions of trust and responsibility. 1 1 is 
! home was oil Centre street, and was one of 
l tiie handsomest in that section of tiie city. 

lie was a manufaoturihg confectioner in 
, Boston, tin; head of the lirm of Fobes, lfiiy- 
I ward tfc Co. 

1 lie was a member of tiie Republican 
ward and city committee for a number of 
i yeurs, und was a power in Newton politics, 
i In 1HP7-S lie was a representative in the 
1 legislature, being elected without opposi- 
] tion. Last year he declined a renomination 
| He was an uctve member of the Newton 
; Highlands Improvement Association und 
j was its president for two years. He was 
I known u.s a public spirited citizen, and was 
I a liberal contributor to all projects 'for the 
! improvement <4 the city, and (especially to 
j the section iu iwllloh lie lived, He wus a 
deacon and active member of tiie Newton 
Highlands Congregational ohureh. 

I A wife, one son, now iu Colorado, und 
j an adopted daughter survive him. 

Mr. Hayward was as much esteemed by 
| hi» business associates in Boston as by tin* 
j people of his own town, and in addition to 
j his position as trustee of the Newton Cen- 
tre savings bank and vice-president of tiie

presidency of tiie Puritan trust company 
! of Boston. He was also a member of the

Must the City of Newton Lose Its School 

Superintendent? 1 1 

To tho Editor of the Graphic:— 
i This question is not. to he answered by 
: tin* citizens of our good city. It is not to 
he answered by tiie pupils of our schools. 

It is not to l)c answered by the teachers. It 
is to he decided by a body of fourteen gen- 
tlemen, or more exactly by thirteen gentle- 
men, and one body, who are chosen to look 
alter tho Interests of our schools and as 

whoso representative ami agent the super- 
intendent stands. 

I do not understand that there is any 
ditlerenoe of opinion among the members 
of the sohool hoard as to tiie eminent abili- 
ty of Mr. Aldrich in the line of his chosen 
work I will supplement tills statement 
with the confident assurance to the com- 
mittee that their opinion is in perfect ac- 
cord with thetopiiiion of every Intelligent 
citizen who lias formed an opinion from 
observation or knowledge of Mr. Aldrich's 
ideas nml aims; nay more, that tiie position 
of Mr. Aldrich on the State Board of Edu- 
cation, and his recent reappointment by 
Governor Wolcott arc significant testimo- 
nials to his nbiMty and to his fitness to 
direct the educational forces of the state 
of Massachusetts. The fitness and ability 
of Mr. Aldrich being then conceded by all, 
why are we in danger of losing Ills Valu- 
able services in Newton? 

The reputation of tiie schools of our oity 
is deservedly high. This is due in part to 
tiie exceptional intelligence of our people; 
in part to tiie fact that intelligent and aide 
citizens have been willing to give their ser- 
vices to the city ns members of the school 
board, ami also to tiie fact that tiie commit- 
tee has been able to offer a salary to their 
agent and representative, sufficiently large 
to secure tiie best talent available in the 
state. 

I have not heard it charged that under 
the present und recent school boards, the 
character or standing of our schools lias 
deteriorated. I have not heard that the 
superintendent is not active, energetic, 
faithful, earnest and etlicient. It has not 
been charged, so far as 1 know, that Mr. 
Aldrich lias refused to carry out the in- 
structions of the committee, as expressed 
by a vote of that body, or that, iu any way, 
he lias placed himself in opposition to their 
regularly expressed wishes. 

As I read the report of a recent meeting 
of tiie school board, I find the following 
criticisms of Mr. Aldrich as superinten- 
dent: 

"That he is an educational expert; that 
lie is an autocrat; that lie is an able politi- 
cian ; that he is not respectful in speaking 
before a body of teachers, in speaking to 
the regularly accepted English orthogra- 
phy, that lie is not always accessible or 
communicative; that he lias caused more or 
less discontent with school management in 
tin- c •minnniiy ; t hat lie is too fully m liar • 
nnm\ with the View* of 1’iesid-hl Eliot as 
an educator; that lie bus secured "out of 
town assistants" instead of promoting as- 
sistants already in the schools, and that lie 
lias resorted to lobbying, etc.” 

Now. with ail lespeut to the members 
who made these criticisms, I ask il they 
are worthy tlieir authors V if. indeed, Him 
are not puerile and weak ? I’ln-y are criti 
cisms of Mr, A Idrich’s personality or pecu- 
liarities ; they would be equally valid and 
dignified il made upon his dress, or iiis 
complexion, since they are not criticisms 
on his courtesy or gentlemanly Bearing. 

•Since when was it considered undesira- 
ble in a school superintendent that he 
should be an educitional expert? Will 
Mr. Benner apply his criticism to other 
professions? In trials at the bar does lie • 
s-ek or reject the testimony of experts? i 
have heard complimentary lvleieiiues to 
iir, B**nner as a lawyer and as an intelli- | 
gent and educated gentleman. In matters 
of law Mr. Aldrich would, I think, sit re- ; 
speclfully as a learner at his iect. In edu-

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

As at one time I figured rather prom i- 
nently before the public as "a friend of Mr. 
Aldrich," and as this seems a time when 
his friends should rally to his support, may 
I ask of your courtesy that you allow me an 
opportunity in your columns to give a rea- 
son for the faith that is in mo? 

For fifteen years before I became a mem- 
ber of the School Board, I bad bad children 
in every grade of the Newton schools, and 
had made a point of becoming acquainted 
with their teachers, aud of visiting their 
class-rooms. For the last few years I have 
been constantly in and out of many of the 
school-rooms in different parts of the city, 
through my connection with the penny 
savings system. My opinions with regard 
to our school matters, therefore, have not 
been formed exclusively upon such knowl- 
edge as I acquired through my nine years* 
experience on the School Board. 

\t hen in the early days of that experience, 
it happened that a new superintendent was 
to be elected, 1 had already come to a deep- 
I rooted ccnviction that Newton schools 
j needed for that position a man not on'y 
eminently fitted iu educational ways, but 
of uncommon decision of character, that 
s uch a man cnce elected should be a loDg 
time retained in service and that the duty 
of the School Board was to trust him im- 
plicitly in the administration of school 
affairs, acting itse’f as an advisory board 
to support uud uphold him. 

1 firmly believe thut only such a superin- 
tendent, long in office, with such a board 
behind him. can w isely mauage any school 
. system. 

While the election of a superintendent 
was bring considered the first time, the 
name of Mr. Aldrich was occasionally men- 
tioned, only to be met with the remark, 
"Unquestionably be is thr host man for us, 
but we cannot pay his price." 

A gentleman was elected who resigned 
within a year. The second time I do not 
remember that any other name than that, 
of Mr. Aldrich came prominently before 
us. It seemed to be the conviction of every 
member that we mast have Mr Aldrich 
and must contrive to pay his price. This 
decision was pressed upon tlie Board by 
those outside whose knowledge of school 
affairs gave them a right to speak with 
authority. A man prominent iu the educa- 
tional affairs of the State said to me, "If 
; the lhaid elects Mr. Aldrich it will make 
no mistake." My conviction is still uu- 
sliaken that it mude no mistake. 

Once elected, tlie new superintendent 
1 could not have looked long over tin* situa- 
tion w ithout seeing that he bad some un- 
pleasant tilings to d > that should have been 
done long before. He did none of them 
suddenly, but it was dearly right that tliey 
should be done, aud iu course of time he 
did them. 

Of some of them it had often been >uid 
in infotmal conversation alter tlie session 
of the Board was over that tlie ehauge 
ought to be made and would be made if 
some of the heal committee "bad any 
back bone.’’

This is the simplicity of the single 
tax.

pipes und trucks laid or placed in, upon, 
above or under any public or private 
street, or place for conducting steam, heat, 
water, oil, electricity or any property, sub- 
stance or product capable of transporta- 
tion or conveyance therein or that is pro- 
tected thereby, including the value of all 
franchises, rights, authority, or permission, 
to construct, maintain or operate in, under, 
above, upon or through any streets, high- 
ways or public places, any mains, pipes, 
tanks, conduits or wires, with their appur- 
tences, for conducting water, steam, heat, 
light, power, gus, oil or other substance, or 
electricity lor telegraphic, telephonic or 
other purposes; all trees and underwood 
growing upon land, and all mines, miner- 
als, quarries ami fossils in and under the 
same, except mines belonging to the state.”

It was strongly urged before tlie 
committee was appointed that Senator 
Washburn of Worcester be made its chair- 
man. If lie had been he would not have 
hesitated if lie hud been convinced consoli- 
dation was necessary, because of lack of 
legal knowledge to draw a hill. Senator 
Putnam was undoubtedly willing to dis- 
sent, but tlie subject was a big one. and lie 
not a lawyer. It is very doubtful if the 
recommendation of tlie gas commissioners 
that the companies be consolidated will be 
renewed another year.

tev. William Butler. 

The Newton Centre Methodist Episcopal 
church was organized in April, 187'J. From 
July, 1880 , until May, 1808, the society 
worshiped in a wooden building on the site 
of the present church. 

The cornerstone of the present edifice 
was laid in July of last year. Since May 
1, 1808, Sunday and weekly services have 
been held in Bray hall at Newton Centre. 

The new building is situated at the corn- 
er of Centre street and Langley road. It 
is constructed of local rubblestone. with 
trimmings of Milford granite, and was 
built at a cost of nearly $30,000. It is 115 
feet in length, and lias a frontage of 80 feet. 

The main entrance is at the south-west- 
ern corner at the base of the tower. The 
latter has a plain, steep, pyramidal roof, 
flanked by a turret on the corner. In the 
tower provision is made for bells. 

In the western gable the three grouped 
windows mark the location of the vestry 
and the class rooms above it. On the 
north side of the church is another en- 
trance corresponding to the main entrance. 

The building is three stories. The base- 
ment is practically all above ground, and 
contains a large double parlor, in dining 
room 40x51, kitchen, cloak and toilet rooms, 
trustees’ room, choir and boiler room. On 
the auditorium floor is a vestry or Sunday 
ilior ) room and three class rooms. There 
are rolling doors between the vestry and 
the auditorium and in some cases# bet ween 
the class looms, making it possible greatly 
to increase the seating capacity of the audi- 
torium. 

Tlie seating capacity of the auditorium, 
combined with that of the vestry, is esti- 
mated at 750. 

The roof of the auditorium is supported 
by hard pine trusses, stained u deep red. 
The ceiling is sheathed with oak. 

The chancel in the eastern end of the 
auditorium is un arched recess, 12 feet in 
depth To the right is the pastor’s room 
with steps leading to the basement. On 
the left is the choir gallery, and back of it 
the organ. 

The general finish of the auditorium is 
quartered white oak. Throughout the rest 
of tlie building slashed red ouk is used. 
The windows <>f the principal rooms in tlie 
building are filled w ith amber-colored glass 
set in diamond 'patterns. 

The sect ml story consists of a gallery 
looking into the auditorium, back of which 
are three large class rooms. Stairs at the 
right of the main entrance connect the 
three floors directly. 

The special services of dedication were 
continued Monday evening. Bov. G. II. 
Spencer, pastor of the church, ami several 
of bis predecessors conducted tlie exercises, 
which were largely attended. 

Addresses were made by these former 
pastors: ltev. George II. I’etk ins, Bev. 
William I. Haven, Bev. William It. Clark, 
ltev. Edwin II. Hughes and Bev. Luther 
Freeman. Bev. Marcus Buell offered 
prayer and remarks on “Our Pastors” 
were made by Bev. William E. Huntington, 
Wednesday evening the brunch of tlie 
Epworth League connected with tlie 
church had charge of the service. There 
were addresses by Bev. George S. Butters, 
Bev. Fred H. Knight, Bev. Willard T. Per- 
rin, Bev. Edward M. Taylor and officers of 
the loatrue. 

The Friday evening exercises will take 
the form of a union service, with addresses 
by Bev. Edward M. Noyes, pastor of the 
Newton Centre Congregational church; 
Bev. Edward T. Sullivan, rector of tlie 
Trinity Episcopal church, Newton Centre; 
Bev. K. V. Mullins, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, Newton Centre, uud Bev. 
Daniel L. Furber.

THE REAL ORIGIN OE KISSING. 


IT II ICO A N IN CERTAIN CANNIBALISTIC 1 

OPHRATION8 OF Till. PRIMITIVE MAN. 

[From the* Baltimore Sun.] 

It was left to a Frenchman of our day to 
expose kissing in all its animal nudity by a 
scientific elucidation of its true nature and 
origin. M Paul d’EnJoy, in the Bevue 1 
Scientifique, of Paris, plainly suggests that 
kissing is nothing but nn atavistic recur- 
rence nml peculiarity of human passion 
that points to a primitive state of man in 
which his cannibal propensity prompted 
him to employ the gesture of kissing in 
smelling at, ami touching with his lips by j 
way of suction the human booty that fell a 
prey to his prow oss or voracity. 

The French scientist and explorer, from 
observations during his travels, distin- 
guishes two kinds of kissing, the “smell 
or sniff kiss” and the “suckle or suction 
kiss.” The former, also called the “Mon- 
golian or yellow kiss,” being more an , 
action of the nose than of the lips, is 
analyzed by M d’EuJoy as consisting of 
three distinct and succeeding acts. The 
Chinaman, for instance, first impresses i 
his nose upon tlie cheek of tlie beloved per- I 
son. Then follows a deep inhalation | 
through the organ of smell, during which . 
the eyelids are kept closed. Finally there 
Is heard a light smacking of tin* lips with- | 
out the mouth touching the cheek. 

These gestures, says tlie French savant, i 
evidently prove that from an anthropolog- 
ical point of view, the habit of kissing orig- 
inated in the desire of self-preservation, in j 
cannibalistic sentiment. The external ex- | 
pression, tlie gestures and motions, are 
equivalent to those of the beast of prey j 
which scents, smells and sniffs at its booty. j 

The “yellow” kind of osculation clearly] 
sprang from the passion of man-hunting 
and man eating ancestry. What difference j 
age or sex of tlie victim may have pro- | 
duced in this “sniff kiss” is superfluous to | 
conjecture. It is sufficient to perceive , 
that tlie Mongolian was of antliropoplmgie 
habits, ami that besides the historical 
proofs kissing is an evidence of his primi- 
tive stage of savagery. 

The “white” or “suction kiss” of the 
E- ropenn is, in tlie conception of tlie 
Chinese, even more bestial and cannibalis- 
tic. They exhibit such an aversion to it 
that they are in tlie li*» bit of threatening 
their naughty children with the "white 
kiss.” When tlie French invaded Coohin 
China, tlie inhabitants, to prevent their 
women and girls from approaching tlie 
foreign soldiers, used to tell them that 
tlie Europeans are in the habit of biting 
their wives and lovers when embracing 
them. 

To this day the Chinaman’s definition 
of our mode of kissing is that “it consists 
in two persons placing their li[>s like suc- 
tion pumps one upon (mother in order to 
smack after proper salivation with their 
lips in true cannibal fashion.” M Paul 
d’Enjoy feels inclined toward accepting 
this Celestial interpretation. Kissing, for 
him, is nothing more or less than a "suc- 
tion act” or gesture; and his melancholy 
conclusion leads him to believe that it lias 
the same origin with that of the Mongolian 
race— cannibalism. 

The yellow man will say that his beloved 
one smells like pieusing prey. The white 
man is likely to express his pleasure by 
exclaiming, "I could eat her up I” 

Ominous reminiscences of savage life 
and savage manners! And yet, who has not 
heard some married grumbler’s nieluncholy 
confession: “When we were engaged I 
might have eaten her from sheer love and 
admiration; now, I regret it”— not having j 
devoured her, lie means to say— the 
cannibul. 


British Whitewashing-. 

It may be consoling to bear iu mind that 
“whitewashing” isn’t peculiarly an Aineri- [ 
can practice. When Kitchener's army i 
went to Khartoum many of the boots worn | 
by tlie soldiers had pasteboard soles and ] 
were perforce abandoned as useless very i 
early iu the march.

AN ARAB SLA VK HUNT 

DESCR PTION OF A RAID ON AN AF- 
RICAN VILLAGE.

Perhaps the niinplent method of dewrlb I 
lug the raiding system as practiced by j 
the Arab hands in the forest region lie- j 
tween the Arultnl and the Kongo would 
bo In the form of a brief narrnllvo of 
events basod upon personal observation, j 
The caravan whoso adventures wo are 
about to follow was under t he command 
of Oflinanl, a middle aged Arab who Imd 
penetrated the continent from Zanzibar , 
more than 20 years before. For two weary 
weeks the wretched party had tra veil'd 
through nn uninhabited portion of the 
great forest, trudging each day through j 
densely matted undergrowth beneath the 1 
Impenetrable canopy of primeval trees, \ 
and sleeping each night, hungry and : 
weary, upon tho sodden ground in tho vl- j 
tinted atmosphere of decaying vegetation | 

Ono afternoon, when tho party was nl- : 
most in a condition of despair, ono of the ' 
Manyqma followers sustained a deep flesh | 
wound from a hard wood spear which had 
been artfully concealed in tho bushes lie- 
side a well worn elephant track as a trap 
for tho natives of the forest are well skill 
ed in woodcraft. Upon discovering this 
evidence of man’s existence in tho vicinity 
the caravan halted, while scouts wore sent 
to survey tho surrounding country. Inn 
short time it was reported that within an 
hour’s march a large native village had 
been sighted Osmani’s instructions wero 
brief- "Two hours before the dawn wo 
march upon 1 hat village Tonight no fires 
no noise, Sikia!” | 

The night air grew gradually colder. A 
fierce storm swept over the forest, and tho 
rain, filtering through the thick folinge 
overhead, trickled In continuous streams 
upon tho naked bodies of the raiders. It 
was still dark and raining when the 
honrse whisper, "Tendele — tondclo upcsi’ 
(March — march quickly) passed from one 
to another. The party set forth in single 
file No word was spoken, and the only 
sound that betokened their progress was a 
slight swishing of leaves and t he mu filed 
tread of naked feet upon tho spongy 
ground Upon nearing t ho village clear 
ing each man buckled his ammunition 
belt more tightly a round Ids waist nml 
wound a strip of dirty white cotton cloth 
about his head to servo us a distinguish 
lug mark in tho coming attack upon the 
naked natives. 

With a shrill “line yah!” the raiders 
fired their first volley directly toward the 
huts where tV* natives wore sleeping 
" 'Llah — la — iliul” roared the Mnnycma 
os they crashed through tho bushes into 
tho midst of u multitude of panic stricken 
savages, chasing the black figures hither 
nml thither. Women and children shriek- 
ed, fowls flew cackling toward tho woods, 
men’s deep voices shouted incoherently, 
but tlie loud rifle reports and shouts of tho 
relentless -Mnnycma drowned all other 
Bounds Soon the village became enveloped 
in n dense white fog of sulphurous smoke 
ami mist, in tho obscurity of whioh tho 
raiders’ guns flashed forth tongues of fire 

Gradually the tumult ceased The cool 
morning breeze dispelled the heavy cloud 
of mist nml smoke, revealing tlie victo- 
rious raiders swaggering through the dov- 
osted village, driving scores of miserable 
women ami children secured together in 
couples by means of lashings around tho 
wrists. Soon the early morning sun shone 
in all its radiance, its bright beams glint 
lug through tho distant trees in sad eon 
trust to tho desolation of dead bodies and 
smoldering lints. By noon the raiders 
had established themselves In the former 
homes of the natives, a rough zeriba of 
brushwood was formed around tlie outside 
to serve us a precaution against any sml 
den attack, nml the trembling captives 
were placed in tho center under a watch- 
ful guard. 

A few days after the rtltack upon the 
vlllnge the Arab chief Osnmtii gave in- 
structions for two of the oldest of the cap 
tivo women to bo liberated Two feeble 
creatures were brought forth and stood in 
abject terror before the marauding chief, 
"Go to your people who are hiding in tho 
forest,” said tho Arab. “Tell them their 
women are alive, and toll them that wo 
will set them free when they bring us olo- 
plinnt tusks. For each tusk of an elephant 
wo will give hack one woman If within 
five days from now they do not come to 
us with Ivory, wo will take the women 
witii us to another country and sell them 
to people who will kill and cat them. Go 
Tell our words truly!” When the poor 
women realized they were free to depart 
they darted forward with extraordinary 
agility into tho woods 

Outlie morning of the fifth day the Arab 
camp was hailed l >y a voice from tho forest, 
"Is it true that our women arc still alive?’ 
“It is true. It is indeed true,” replied a 
Mnnycma lu tho native dialect *1 bring 
tusks of elephants. But first let me hear 
their voices that I may know you speak 
truly.” Tho women were soon produced 
nml wero mode to shout a reply to tho nn 
tivo chief, who was all this time concealed 
from sight among tho trees After much 
delay, during which the Maiiyema in turns 
coaxed and threatened the timid and sits 
pleious native, the young chief at length 
mustered sufficient courage to step forth 
Depositing his burden of ivory lu tho open, 
ho glanced meaningly in tlie direction of 
the Arab's camp. Instantly several women 
were liberated, und they rushed to the 
woods In tills fashion, during several 
subsequent days, tlie Arab chief was grad 1 
ually relieved of his prisoners, and in their 
pluce lie become enriched by a substantial 
stock of ivory. — Cassell’s Magazine.

NEWTON AS A FARMING TOWN. 


Another volume in the census reports of 
1895 has come along, relating to agricul- 
tural products, and giving further details 
as to Newton’s importance as a farming 
town. For instance we produced 638 
bushels of corn in 1805, worth 8415. Oats 
were a failure, perhaps because none were 
sowed, but we did better with rye 
and gathered 113 bushels worth 880. not 
counting the straw. Apples must have 
been a good crop that year, as we had 
5,513 barrels, worth $4,642. We may not 
be a cranberry centre, but we harvested 3 
barrels, worth 820. We also raised 206 
bushels and 743 pounds of grapes, worth 
$312, and 300 pounds of hot-house grapes, 
worth 8150. Pears were a big crop, and 
■we had 5,734 bushels, worth an average of 
a dollar a bushel; of Strawberries we 
raised 8,674 quarts, worth 81,254. Beans 
of course were a feature, and we gathered 
187 bushels, worth 8229. Tuese were the 
dried product, and of string and shell 
beans, we produced the large total of 
4,780 bushel s, worth 82,378. But one of 
our biggest crops was cabbages, and we 
bad 35,776 heads, valued at 8840. Celery 
came next with 19,434 bunches, worth 
$1,055 and green corn was a poor crop, as 
we only had 1,265 bushels, valued at 8591. 
But our cucumber crop was something to 
be proud of, as it numbered 24,900, worth 
$3,345, and also 4,100 hothouse cucum- 
bers, worth $105. Lettuce was perhaps 
our most profitable crop, as we had 122,- 
022 beads of the garden kind, and 103,304 
£ rom hothouse, worth $0,951. Still we did 
a little something in onions, having 1,450 
bushels, and 5,025 bunches, worth $802. 
We only had 2,872 bushels of green peas, 
and 5,349 of potatoes, with 17,390 pounds 
of pumpkins. Our squash crop was another 
immense one as it amounted to 208,015 
pounds. Of tomatoes we raised 9,877 
bushels aud 1,134 bushels of tuble turnips 
and 1,000 bunches. We were also in the 
gravel business and sold 837 loads, and 
this concludes all the information about 
Newton in the last state census report. 

The average citizen will be inclined to 
wonder where all these farm products are 
raised, as it would not appear to the casual 
observer that agriculture was much of an 
industry in Newton, but probably most of 
these things were raised in Newton Centre 
aud the Oak Hill district. There are many 
of the country towns in the state, whose 
agricultural products do not begin to 
amount to those of the city of Newton . 


VERDICT OF THE PEOPLE. 


A vigorous effort is on foot to secure the 
unbiased verdict of the people of Newton 
in regard to the question of the re-election 
o? Superintendent Aldrich. The state- 
ment of the school question, delivered by 
Mr. James Richard Carter at the Wood 
land Park Hotel meeting, together with an 
address to the school committee, adopted 
at that meeting and signed by some 3ou 
citizens, have been mailed to «very name 
on the voting list, and the recipients are 
asked to state on an enclosed postal card 
whether they agree with sentiments of the 
two addresses, mid also secure the names 
of any others who are interested. 

Tills is a very business like way of get- 
ting at the public sentiment on tin- ques- 
tion, and l lie returns will be uw ailed with 
much interest. The postal cards are ud- 
diesj-ed to Albert P. Carter, secretary, 21 
l’eninertnu square, Boston, and judging 
from what ne hears the secretary will be 
buri-d under the mass of favorable postal 
caul*. Those who do not receive the 
printed cards cun have their names added 
to Hie list by sending u card with their 
names to t lie ah jvo address. 

'i'iie names on the address do not by 
any means represent ull w ho wished to 
si;u, as the forms for printing the circular 
had to be closed Monday afternoon, and uli 
Monday evening and Tuesday morning 
names kept coming in by telephone and 
special messenger, which were of course 
too late to be printed. 

The “unpleasantness” over Mr. Aldrich’s 
predecessor lias been compared to the pros- 
jnt trouble, but there were certain differ* 
Buces, worthy of notice. In that contest 
the school board was nearly unanimous in 
favor of the superintendent, aud public 
sentiment was strongly against him, but ill 
the present contest the situations seems to 
be reversed. 

However, in thut case the school boaid 
was so full of “autocrats” that it took 
several elections to bring about the change, 
and us the present board have put them 
selves on record as objecting to“uutocrals” 
on principle, possibly they may be willing 
to bow to the wish of the people, if it is 
bhowu tliut the great majority of parents 
and citizens are iu favor of retaining Mr. 
Aldrich. 


ATTORNEY GENKH At. K NOW t. TON ill II 
speech at Dorchester touched upon some 
vital Issues when he alluded to the present 
tendency to wild speculation, and the 
combination to a great degree of immense 
amounts of capital for the control of eer 
tain linos of commercial and financial ac- 
tivity. He said that “Many of the great- 
est fortunes of recent years have been 
made through valuable franchises given 
free by the public. This is the problem 
of the future. Sooner or later the people 
will assert themselves. The gas situa- 
tion in Boston is a thing which should be 
attended to. 1 hope that the members of 
the legislature will see to it that this matter 
is dealt with from the standpoint of the 
publiogood, so that the necessity should 
be bought and paid for at the lowest possi- 
ble figure.” "If this is not republican- 
ism,’’ said Mr. Know Ron, ‘then I am not 
a republican. One of the greatest men i 
that ever lived, in defining republicanism, 
not only said that it was government of ] 
the people, by the people, but for the 
people.” Evidently enough our legisla- 
ture wants toning up thr mgh some such 
force as Mr. Knowlton exhibits, so that it 
would have the courage to tackle the gas ; 
problem for instunep. There is no reason 
why Boston could not have fifty cent gas, 
as well as New York city, but the legis- 
lature reports against all legislation looking 
to that end, and even refuses to make it 
feasible for towns aud oities to do their 
own lighting. 

The fact is remarkable enough to bo j 
worthy of note that the Springfield Repub- 
lican has invaded the Boston field and is 
now being delivered at back bay residences 
and in the suburbs in time for breakfast, 
aud they say that a large and constantly 
growing edition is disposed of every morn- 
ing. It is the Republican’s bold stand 
against imperialism which has brought 
this about, as of all the Boston papers only 
the Advertiser lias held out against the im- 
perial policy. Possibly many of those who 
now take the Republican do not wholly 
agree with it, but the New England publio 
has always liked both men and news- 
papers that “aint afeered.” Besides it is 
only wise to wish to see what can be said 
on the other side, especially by such an 
ably edited paper as the Republican. A 
man who only reads the papers that agree 
with his views of politics and other things j 
can hardly expect to be well-posted on cur- j 
rent events, aud misses a good deal of valu- ; 
able information. If one desires to make ! 
an intelligent choice he must give a more 
or less impartial hearing to bo:h sides. 


The concrete controversy is finally set- 
tled doubtless much to the relief of Mayor 
Wilson, and the contract has been award- 
ed to A. T. Wilson, a concrete contractor 
of Boston, who has been in the busi- 
ness in Bostou aud vicinity for some 
i thirty years. As the lowest bidder 

the Mayor bail no option in the matter, as 
; soon as he learned that Mr. Wilson was a 
responsible party. It is rather curious 
that Mr. Wilson learned the business of 
the Simpson Bros, aud was their foreman 
when they first started to lay concrete iu 
Dedham, thirty years ago. But ufter a 
few years he started in business for him- 
self, and bus been one of the Boston con- 
tractors ever since. The attention the con- 
troversy excited resulted in the receipt of 
bids from six different parties, three from 
Newton, one from Brockton, one from 
Brookline aud one from Boston. 


McFarland writes to the Herald that 
“ There is no doubt that the desire to pre- 
| vent hostile legislation ugaiust our meat 
, exports has largely influenced the admiuis- 
: tration in its desire to relieve the beef sup- 
I plied the army from the reflections cast 
i upon it by Gen. Miles and the other ofli- 
cers." In other words tiie truth must not 
i be told for fear it will injure the business 
of the great beef combine. The health of 
our common soldiers is evidently of very 
I little importance when compared with the 
prosperity of the big combination that is 
taxing all the meat-eaters iu the country. 
But whitewash is generally held to be a 
deodorizer and possibly the commission 
hoped that by applying it liberully enough, 

: it would even sweeten up that “horrible 
. compound” as Gov. Roosevelt called it, that 
was served to our soldiers in Cuba. 

The New York Financial Review pays 
the following deserved compliment to one 
of Newton’s leading lawyers. " The open 
letter written by the able Bostou lawyer, 
Samuel L. Powers, counsel for the New 
England Telegruph and Telephone Com- 
pany, giving objections to the pending 
measure before the Legislature for the 
supervision of telephones, is a clear state- 
ment of iris position, and will prove a for- 
cible argument. Mr. Powers is quite well 
known by reputation in tills city as among 
tiie best read and most experienced of the 
Boston bur. lie lias been conservative 
during hi* career, aud after his long prac- 
tice continues to hold the esteem of his 
fellow-practitioners. Mr. Powers’ letter 
enters into tiie subject exhaustively, pre- 
senting new phases of the question which 
have hitherto been overlooked by many.” 

The New England Shoe aud Leather As- 
sociation lias started a campaign to secure 
a repeal of Hie 15 per cent, duty on hides, 
which was placed iu tiie Dingley bill at 
tiie demand of tiie Chicago dressed beef 
and canned beef monopoly. Congressman 
Moody, who is having u little boom for 
speaker, addressed tiie association Wed- 
nesday night, uud heartily favored tiie re- 
peal of the duty.but said if it was repeuled, 
tiie duties on leather aud boots and shoes 
might also be repealed. A voice cried 
“Take it ull off,” at which there wus great 
applause, and ull seemed to approve sucli 
action. In fact, no one would make them- 
selves ridiculous by cluiiniug now tliut our 
shoe industry needs uuy protection, us we 
are sending slices all over the world, 

Chicago is of course tiie proper place 
for u pure food investigation, and the .Sen- 
atorial committee is making rich finds out 
there, as wus to be expected. According 
to tiie testimony of experts thus far exam- 
ined, everything is adulterated, with more 
or less powerful chemicals, and the wou- 
dm is that any people are alive. The em- 
balming of beef is so common as to excite 
no surprise, but butter, milk, all kinds of 
eaiuied fruits uml vegetables are ull fixed 
up with preservatives. This .Senatorial 
committee will be in dauger of being in- 


vestigated by the war department, if It I 
listens to any more such testimony as this. ! 

Tim withdrawal of Attorney-General 
Knowlton is the sensation of the week, and 
his letter announcing it illustrates Iris high 
sense of honor. It is snid that Mr. Knowl- 
ton had a good prospect of success, as he 
had promises of support from nil sections 
of the state, and his cause was daily grow- 
ing stronger, so that it was from no fear 
of failure that he withdrew. There now 
seems to tie no obstacle in the way of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Crane, unless some other 
Republican should step into the arena, and 
the preliminary canvas will have no ex- 
citing features. 

Til Kin: is to be no gas consolidation in 
Boston this year, as the committee on 
manufactures reported all legislation inox 
pedlent. It is Inferred that they were 
frightened off by tlu* threats made by Mr. 
Addicks.

! pose you are acquainted with the fact that ' 
the energy from tlie sun travels in tho 
I form of little waves. 

Tho energy docs not come down to us 
iu straight lines; it comes, ns it were, in 
I a zigzag manner, dancing from side to , 

I side as it comes along. If these waves nre 
i very short, light is the result; if they are 
n trifle longer, they take the form of heat 

If the light waves strike anything on 1 
tho way down, they nre very apt to ho i 
made longer, or rather they are apt to bo j 
turned into heat Now, the waves which ' 
form light are so short that they will j 
readily pass through glass, but the waves ■ 
which form heat ure so long that they will 
not pass through. 

From this, therefore, you may see why a ' 
hothouse remains hot. The energy from 1 
the sun passes into tho house through the J 
glass roof in the form of light Then it ' 
strikes the objects in the house aud is | 
turned to heat. 

13ut this heat cannot pass out through 1 
tho glass. Tho heat waves are too long 
So tiie light keeps coming in, and tho heat 
keeps accumulating, and soon the hut 
houses become very warm indeed, even on 
tho coldest days in winter. 

Of course our dwelling houses are heated 
by tho 6un in tho same way The light ! 
comes in through the windows, but the i 
heat cannot pass out. — Poston Globe.

j With regard to tho effects of gunshots 
upon a balloon, t lies following experiments 
wero made: A shot was fired from a Lebcl 
rillo at a balloon at an altitude of 500 feet. 
It only penetrated the fabric below the 
equator, and no appreciable result ensued. 
After this many shots were fired, several 
penetrating tlio balloon and passing out 
near the upper valve. After a lapse of six 
j hours tho balloon descended quietly to the 
ground by reason of the loss of gas through 
the bullet holes. But it appeared that, 
whatever the number of shots, t he Ions of 
gas was never sufficient to cause tho bal- 
loon to fall rapidly. 

On another occasion a shrapnel shell 
was fired from a 7 pounder Armstrong gun 
at a balloon having an altitude of 1,500 
feet, but this being above tho limit of ele- 
vation of tho gun it was impossible to hit 
it. In any ease, had it been possible to do 
so, tho shell would have penetrated the 
balloon below’ t tie equator ami passed out 
aguin so low down as to cause no serious 
loss of gas. Indeed a balloon loses but 
littlo of its lifting power — that Is, little <>f 
I its gas — if the hole is made below the 
: equator. — Bull Mall Mugaziuu.

totality ever caused by nu 
Infernal nuichinc is known ua the Bremer- 
haven explosion, nnd it occurred near the 
eml of 1 L>. when a fellow who called him- 
self Thomas and was said to lie an Ameri- 
can took up Ins residence with his family 
in Bremen. His finances were at a low 
ebb, nnd to replenish them ho conceived 
tho idea of sending to America sonic 
worthless but highly insured packages of 
goods. By tho same vessel he intended to 
ship nil infernal machine, which was to 
have exploded a few days after the vessel 
had left port. Tho explosion occurred, 
however, just before tho package was put 
on board, causing terrible loss of life. 

Thomas, whose real name was said to 
be Alexander, charged his machine with 
nitroglycerin, which he hod procured in 
America, and purchased the clockwork and 
tho cuso containing tho muchino in Ger- 
many. The hammer of the clockwork, 
which was to act ill six days after leaving 
port, was to strike a blow of 30 pounds 
weight. In his confession later Thnmus 
caid that when testing the clockwork the 
hammer smashed a mahogany tabic. 

lie sent the contrivuncu to Bremorhaven 
to be shipped on the Mosel for New York 
via Southampton. lie himself took pus- 
sage to the latter port, where ho had ar- 
ranged to ship his cases of rubbish for New 
York. The Mosel was to leave Bremer- 
haven on Saturday, Dec. 11, and on that 
day the infernal machine was sent to the 
lock, which was crowded with porters, 
passengers mid their friends. For some 
reason that has never been explained the 
heavy ease slipped from the crane on to tho 
wharf as It was being lifted up tho ship's 
side, and tho charge was inctantly explod- 
ed. Death aud destruction were dealt 
around, 128 men, women and children 
being instantly killed, while 50 others were 
terribly wounded. 

Thomas was waiting on board the ship 
to receive his ease ami see It stowed away 
in tho hold, but right ufter the explosion 
he went to his cabin, locked the door and 
shot himself in tho head with a revolver 

He lingered for several days in the hos 
pital and made a full confession before he 
died. — Now York Sun.

At its last meeting the board voted to 
grant the Norutnbega Park amusement 
company the right to conduct a pleasure 
grove, providing no wolves were kept in 
the menagerie, and also that the merry-go- 
round he operated without the accompani- 
ment of mechanical orchestration. 

President Clad in, after being granted a 
hearing, for which a suspension of the 
rules was necessary, said that such clauses 
would compel the park company to do 
away with its zoological department. In 
the opinion of the management this zoo 
was the tinest in the country east of New 
York. Most of the people who objected 
were not Newton taxpayers. The leader of 
these remonstrants lived in another place, 
and the nearest house was half a mile 
away. 

The park company paid a heavy tax, and 
was entitled to such consideration. Many 
prominent taxpayers desired that the park 
company should be permitted to conduct 
this zoo. The wolves were very popular, 
and to do away with them as an attraction, 
meant the whole zoo would have to be 
eliminated. 

Mr. Clailin was very earnest in his desire 
to have the original license grunted. 

Later it was voted that the Norutnbega 
Turk company should be allowed all tbe 
privileges of its first license until dune 4. 
A hearing was then ordered for June 3, 
when all parties interested will be heard. 

A number of petitions for locations were 
received from the telephone and gaslight 
companies, and referred to the street light 
committee. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

The question of the necessity for another 
electric line from Waltham to Newtonville 
via Waltham, Crafts and Walnut streets 
was reopened. The street railway commit- 
tee some time ago reported reuoinmeudiug 
the Waltham, Forest Hills and Newton, as 
well as the Newton street railway, bo 
granted leave to withdraw on their peti- 
ti» - is for locations on these streets.

(Special legislative Correspondence.) 

Itoaoon Hill, Mil) 17 . 

It is about timn tho antUiimtecl talk about 
“hayseed legislation” ami of Massachu- 
setts farmers miming lloston's municipal 
affairs should cease. A careful study of 
the matter shows that there Is not a single 
farmer In the Senate. There are only 
eleven farmers In the house. So far as the 
senate Is concerned, one-half tho members 
live in cities. Two thirds of the house 
members live in cities, and therefore are 
not “hayseeds.” 

After engrossing the state highway bill, 
the senate thought belter of it, and on 
Monday, nfter reconsideration, there was 
an afternoon of debate on the merits of 
the measure, which tho upper branch 
had not considered before. Senator Har- 
wood had to come to tho resoue of the 
small towns in his district, ngainst a mo- 
tion to cut out a provision that the com- 
missioners may purchase road machinery 
to loan to the towns. The debate em- 
phasized the fact that there is a general 
dissatisfaction with tiie policy of building 
state highways as at present, but there is 
an irresistible demand for -the highways, 
by whatever system constructed, and tho 
debate voiced this. When the vote was 
taken, Senator Ilurwood voted against 
making tho sum appropriated as much ns 
$500,000, but after tho effort to amend was 
defeated, he voted for the bill. 

We have now reuohed that stage of the 
proceedings when every member is making 
his record, and the yea and nay votes are 
therefore interesting reading. The ques- 
tion of extending the time of service of 
workingmen’s trains came up recently. 
The effort to substitute a bill failed. Mr. 
Langford voted for the bill, while Mr. 
Chadwick was not recorded. On the same 
dny the house hud a discussion on legisla* 
tlon to more fully define tho employer's 
liubility. Substitution of a hill for the ad- 
verse report was refused, neither of the 
Newton men being recorded. Hut imme- 
diately after a similiur measure was de- 
bated and the bill was rejected, Mr. Lang- 
ford voting in favor of rejection Then 
the Carey bill was taken up, to define 
more clearly the law in relation to in- 
juries about railroads and street railways. 
On this bill, which was engrossed, Mr. 
Langford voted adversely. It was the bill 
which called f< rth from E. W. Hurdett 
when Mr. Carey advocated it before the 
probate committee, tho asseveration that 
the “red head of Socialism” had appeared. 

On another day the house refused to 
substitute a grange bill for the more com- 
plete assessment and taxation of personal 
property. Mr. Chadwick voted no and Mr. 
Langford was not recorded. 

On tho same day one of those annual 
taxation bills for requiring more complete 
returns from foreign corporations came 
up, and was rejected, Mr. Chadwick vot- 
ing in favor of rejection and Mr. Lang 
ford being paired the same way. 

Meanwhile, Senator Harwood, too, is 
getting on record. He had tho pleasure of 
getting involved in the discussion on the 
question whether the Robert Salmon 
painting of Boston from Beacon Hill in 
1820 was a work “of great historical value” 
w hich question after some days was de- 
cided in the negative by striking out tho 
words by a majority of one, tho senator 
voting so to do. The same day he voted 
to reconsider the engrossment of the bill 
to require vestibule electric cars in the 
winter season, and then voted in favor of 
the motion to refer the bill to the next 
General Court, which prevailed. The 
very next day there was an effort to re- 
consider the portrait question which suc- 
ceeded by one vote, Mr. Harwood voting 
no. On Friday lust it was again engrossed 
by a narrow majority in the form in which 
it was first passed, but meanwhile prec- 
ious hours had been squandered in debate. 

Senator Harwood voted against the suc- 
cession tax. by w hich it was alleged small 
tow ns were to he greatly benefited, but 
which Senator Washburn showed up in all 
its bald unfairness, by an illustration 
which showed that if a rich man should 
die i:. a small town like Palmer, and six 
per cent of his $2 ,(XR),<xm> go to the com- 
monwealth, Boston would get $2-1,000 and 
Palmer, which had probably lost his per- 
sonal tax for years would get $320. 

An attempt was made yesterday to take 
from the table the high level sewer bill, 
but Mr. Chadwick objected, as Mr. Lang- 
ford w as not present, and tho friends of 
the measure were still hopeful that Wal- 
tham would cease her inexplicable oppo- 
sition to it. The explanation made for 
this opposition that it is desirable that tho 
bill go over to tho next general court, in 
order that the state boaid of health may 
proceed to investigate the question of out- 
lets, does not seem to meet the case. It 
has been shown by the most complete 
demonstration that Waltlmm cannot got 
into the north Metropolitan sewer, that 
she could not save any money if site did, 
and that money is going to be saved by 
building the high level sewer. It is also 
morally certain that whatever time may 
be spent in Investigations, the outlet of 
the sewer will ultimately be Nut Island. 
Taking everything into consideration, it 
is hard to see what is to he gained by fur- 
ther delay. The conference of lust week 
thoroughly convinced Hyde Park anil 
Quincy, places which had heretofore been 
lukewarm on tiie matter, and with tho 
strange opposition of the representatives 
of Waltham out of tiie way the success of 
the measure would bo certain. Mr. Smith 
of Wulthnm is a line young man who is 
making a record on Beacon Hill, but it is 
impossible not to feel t hut lie is being mis- 
led by somebody on this question. 

Mr. Schofield of Malden 1ms introduced a 
bill as a substitute lor the adverse report 
of Mr. Chadwick's committee on tiie bill 
to limit the height of buildings on Beacon 
Hill. It restricts the territory to be limited 
to that immediately west ol tiie State 
House, and prevents the building of any 
structures higher than 70 feet. Purties 
suffering damage muy recover from the 
commonwealth if proceedings are begun 
within thiee years. The territory covered 
is practically that which it is proposed to 
take for u state house park by another bill. 

II II HUH. DINGS LIMITATION. 

In the house this morning Mr. Schofield 
of Malden gave notice that In* should offer 
the following bill as a substitute for the 
adverse report on Anna Cabot Lodge's 
petition lor limitation of tlm height of 
buildings on lleucou Hill: "An act to pre- 
serve the safety, beauty and dignity of tho 
state in use in the city of Boston. 

“Section 1. Any luilding now being 
built or liHeuftcr to be built, rebuilt, or 
altered in that pait of the city ol Boston, 
which lies w itliin the follow ing described 
tenitoiy, viz: beginning at the corner of 
Beacon street and Huiuotk avenue, thence 
continuing weeteily on Beacon sheet to Joy 
sheet, thence continuing northerly on Joy 
street to Myrtle street, tlu nce continuing 
easterly on Myrtlostreet to Hancock street, 
thence continuing southerly on Hancock 
street and Hancock avenue to the point of 
beginning, may be e< mpletcd, built, re- 
built or altered to a height of seventy feet 
measured ou its principal trout and no 
higher; piovidcd, however, that there muy 
lie erected on any such building above the 
limits lieiein before prescribed, such chim- 
neys, and ornamental feutures as the com- 
missioner ol buildings ol tiie city of Bos- 
ton muy upmove. but said ornamental 
feutures shall not be such us to iucrcuse 
the interior capacity of suid buildings. 

“Section 2. if ami in so fur us this uct, or 
proceedings tocuforce it, muy deprive any 
person of lights existing under the con- 


stitution, such person sustaining damage 
or loss In Ids property by reason ol the 
change of limit, of tho height of buildings 
provided for in this act, may recover such 
damage or loss from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts by proceedings begun with- 
in three years after tho passage of this 
act, and in the manner preseribed by law 
for the collection of claims against the 
commonwealth. 

“.Section 3. This act shall take offeot upon 
its passage.” 

If i tie may Judge from editorials in a 
contemporary of the GitAPmr, Newton 
continues to have an aspirant for the shoos 
of Adjutant General Dalton, who was last i 
week subjected to as cruel and savage an i 
attack as often appears in print. The news 
from Manilla or elsewhere seems to show 
that Springfield rities with smokeless pow- j 
•lor are very useful firearms; but if they I 
were not, tin* Massachusetts authorities 
could not help themselves, for they had to 
equip their hoys with tho arms furnished 
by the government. So far as tents were 
concerned, the regiments went t<> the front 
with new ones, ns lias been often stated 
despite allegations to the contrary. The 
resolve passed last year for tiie purchase ! 
of new guns for battery A., provided that j 
they should be purchased by the command- i 
er In chief from tho $500,000 emergency ! 
appropriation. He at once ordered them 
from the ordinance department of tho 
national government, and they were prom- 
ised within three months. Thus far they 
have not materialized, but it is difficult to 
see how Gen. Dalton could have got them 
if Gov. Wolcott could not. Of course the 
general will say nothing to tiie attack upon 
him, hut it is singular how often such on 
slauglits can be traced to Newton.

Get Together. 

To the Editor of the GitAPlllo:— > 

Discussions of the school question show 
an uufortunute tendency to avoid the main 
points at issue. In tiie i n f< mini caucus of 
the school committee, us reported in the 
press, tho members said little about the 
school curriculum, and u greut deal about 
the personality of the superintendent, 
dwelling with tiresome iteration upon the 
charge that he is un autocrat and a politi- 
cian. As one who believes thut our schools 
should be reformed, the writer would re- 
spectfully submit that such charges have 
nothing to do witli the case. 

He never but once met the superinten- 
dent, and then carried away the impression 
that Mr. Aldrich is a courteous gentleman, 
as he is undoubtedly an accomplished 
scholar. No better man could bo found 
for tho place, provided ho will listen to rea- 
son, aiid introduce tho necessary reforms ; 
but, if lie is joined to his idols, let him 
make wav for a more practical man. 

On the other hand, tiie champions of the 
superintendent give very little argument in 
his support, confining themselves inuinly to 
charging his opponents with personal and 
political motives, and with an ignorance 
incapable ol understanding educational 
problems. Such ad captaudum arguments 
are unworthy u serious discussion. 

Tiie school committee, in D e series of 
hearings given in tin* various w ards of t he 
city, proposed a set of questions which are 
eminently practical, and cover tho real 
questions at issue. Let both purties give 
up random firing and offensive personali- 
ties, and get together in u serious debate on 
the mil question, and some good may re- 
sult. 

The w riter is indifferent to tiie question 
whether the superintendent is uu autocrat; 
but no parent can be indifferent to the re- 
sults achieved in our schools. Results are 
tin* only reliable criteria, ami there is 
abundant testimony to the fact that the re- 
sults obtuined in our grmniuur schools are 
inadequate to the time uud money expend- 
ed. It is idle to excuse poor results ou tiie 
I ground that one boy is naturally a poor 
speller, and uuothur is nulurully a poor ! 
mathematician. A really good school can 
give to any boy of ordinary abilities a sulli- ! 
cient working knowledge of arithmetic t 
and of his ow n language. But no teacher 
can accomplish these desirable ends if 
hampered by u curriculum which is crowd- 
ed witli ornamental branches, good in 
themselves, but which should yield the 
right of way to adequate drill in the funda- 
mentals nt education. A silk hat is u very 
nice aiticle of dress; but no prudeut muu 
will purchase one until he is first supplied 
w ith shirts uud trousers.

Should Have Taken Senator Hoar. 

[From tins Watchman] 

When the cabinet decided that tho three 
little pamphlets of Edward Atkinson 
should be excluded from the mails going 
to tho Philippines, on tho ground that 
they were seditious and treasonable, we 
took pains to procure the patnplets and 
read them carefully. We wish all those 
who are assuming that tho opinion of 
Attorney-General Griggs Is a reasonable 
one would procure the documents and 
Judge for themselves. The first pamphlet 
is devoted to a technical discussion of the 
relation of the war expenditures to the 
national revenue. It is exceedingly dry 
and statistical reading, and is not so ex- 
citing as a section out of a census report 
or a page from a dictionary. The second 
is devoted to the diseases incident to war 
in the tropics, and contains a most im- 
pressive representation of the perils of 
venereal diseases. These statistics, drawn 
from the experience of the British in 
India, and of the French in Madagascar, 
suggest a inoral appeal of great force. 
There is only one sentence in this pamphlet 
thut discourages volunteering or enlist- 
ment in the army and navy. Tho third 
pamphlet is u criticism of President Mc- 
Kinley's Boston speech of last February. 
It is the substance of an address to a chib 
of clergymen. The most diligent study of 
it does not reveal a sentence calculated to 
Inspire mutiny or sedition, unless any 
criticism of tiie policy of the administra- 
tion is treasonable. But when the presi- 
dent in his Boston speech said that tiie 
policy of tiie government in dealing with 
the Philippine question was to be deter- 
mined by tiie peoide, his words implied 
that tiie suggestions and criticisms of men 
like Mr. Atkinson were as legitimate as 
the suggestions ami criticisms of those 
who hold tiie opposite view. There is 
nothing in Mr. Atkinson’s pages tiiat com- 
pares in severity with the speeches of 
Senator Hoar and ex Senator Uoutwell. 
Mr. Atkinson hud only mailed six copies 
of his pamphlets to Manilla, namely, to 
Dewey, Otis, and four other prominent 
men. The claim thut tiie American army 
would be seduced from its allegiance by 
these pamphlets is too absurd to enter 
any brain, except one constituted like thut 
of Attorney-General Griggs. A brain 
that could evolve his construction of the 
anti-canteen law is equal to anything. It 
would he difficult to get a man of leisure, 
and fond of reading, and interested in the 
subject to wade through Mr. Atkinson's 
dull and technical pages. The idea that 
few or many copies of these documents 
would disturb the loyalty of tho troops of 
the United States is too preposterous. It 
may be that all “anti-imperialist” litera- 
ture should be excluded from the mails, 
and all anti-imperialist newspapers sup- 
pressed. If that is the policy, we think 
that it was a mistake to begin with Mr. 
Atkinson. His writings are too dull and 
technical to do harm, but Senator Hour's 
speeches should have made him a shining 
mark. 


Lasell Notes. 

The last lecture of the course which Dean 
Alfred A. Wright, of Cambridge, has been 
giving at the seminary upon the Art of 
Study, occurred on Saturday afternoon. 
It dealt chiefly with the power of stating 
one’s knowledge, and closed with a brief 
summary of the previous lectures. In his 
remarks tiie lecturer culled attention es- 
pecially to the fuct that the thorough study 
of any one branch of knowledge calls for 
wide information upon many diverse 
blanches, so that to be deeply learned in 
any especial subject implies familial ac- 
quaintance with a dozen others. He also 
explained tho uuture ami end of testimony, 
evidence, uud proof, in the establishing of 
a statement. 

Miss Hotchkiss accompanied a small 
party of students to tiie services at Trinity, 
Boston, on Sunday morning, and in the 
afternoon another party went with Mr. 
Brugdon to tho 4 o’clock vesper service at 
St. Paul’s. 

The Plymouth excursion was made under 
tiie care of Dr. Gallagher this year. Tho 
day was fine— Monday— and the trip a very 
pleasant one. Tho usual places of interest

: bids their being sold out. though doubtless 
j a syndicate could get around that if they 
thought it worth while. The combine will 
have a capital of not less than $24,000,000, 
of which one half will be preferred and 
the rest common. The general impression 
is that of all these combinations the com- 
mon stock represents nothing but water, 
and is issued chiefly for speculative 
purposes. 


The proposition to grade the laborers of 
the city according to age and ability to 
work has much to recommend it theoreti- 
cally, and it is surprising that it has not 
been adopted by some progressive city gov- 
ernment. 

There is a good deal to be said in its 
favor as it would give a chance for men 
who are not able to do a full day’s work, 
but are still able and willing to work ac- 
cording to their strength, and who need 
the money and wish to help themselves as 
long as they are able. 

When there is but one price, the older 
men have of course to go to the wall and 
see their places taken by younger and able- 
bodied laborers, und the older ones find it 
difficult to live without help from the city. 

Possibly in its practical workings it 
might cause so much bard feeling and bit- 
terness as to constitute a great objection to 
it, and for, some reason city governments 
are very shy of putting themselves on 
record, as in favor of any hard and fast 
rule. Possibly this is because they recog- 
nize the difficulties in the way of such a 
policy, as well as the fact that all the 
laboring men have votes, together with 
their sons and other male relatives, ami it 
might involve the officials iu no end of 
difficulties. 

Nevertheless, we imagine that much the 
same end is obtained without any definite 
law on the subject, as iu several of the city 
departments we know that men who are 
unable from age to do heavy work are still 
kept ou tho pay rolls, and are given tasks 
suited to their ability, and the wages are 
made to correspond. 

Officials are not always hard-hearted, and 
possibly our board of aldermen refused to 
make any definite rules, because they know 
that the same results are reached now by 
giving the officials some latitude in the 
matter, and allowing them to use their own 
judgment in the cases that come up. 

It is the fad nowadays to reduce every- 
thing to u cast iron system, and make mere 
machines of ull employes, from salaried 
officials down to day laborers, and to take 
away all chance for the exercise of any in- 
dividual judgment, but it is to be doubted 
after ail whether the so-called “scientific” j 
methods work any better than the old 
methods which regarded men as thinking 
beings and left something to their discre- 
tion. There is such a thing as too much j 
red tupe, and a scientific system that works 


at door.

The better 1 
came to know the man, the more 1 es 
teemed aiul respected him. Aside from his 
standing as an educator, which even his 
opponents must admit is among the fore- 
most in the state, lie certainly possesses 
business abilities of a high order. The 
matters he had to present to the different 
committees and the full board were always 
thought out thoroughly, utid presented 
most clearly, and if we nearly always 
agreed with nis conclusions, it was because 
he usually was right. 

Also lie is a good judge of men and of 
their qualifications, and possesses organiz- 
ing and executive abilities in an unusual 
degree. I speak specially of liis business 
qualifications, because at the recent meet- 
ing of the board, one member is reported as 
speaking lather contemptuously of educa- 
tional experts, and intimating that the 
schools need a plain, bluff, business man 
for superintendent. 1 certainly believe it 
will be a long time before Newton will be 
able to find a superintendent who is the 
equal of Mr. Aldrich as a business man, to 
say nothing of his abilities as an educa- 
te r. More than this, he is a man who is 
absolutely honest and fearless iu discharge 
of his duties. 1 don’t believe his best 
friend, any more than his bitterest enemy 
could move him from what lie thought to 
be right. Probably it is this firmness and 
decision in his character that has antago- 
nized some people, who have not found 
him willing to yield to their wishes. But 
are not these good qualities in a superinten- 
dent— decision and firmness in tiie right? 

Your Editorial further states that the ma- 
jority of the school board have made up 
their minds after long und careful delibera- 
tion, and that petitions are not likely to 
change them. If this is true, they at least 
owe it to the citizens of Newton to state 
the reasons that have led them to this con- 
clusion. The reasons advanced at the 
meeting in Boston, were not such us should 
weigh witli men who have the besi good of 
the schools at heart. It is evident that 
personal feeliug is tiie real origin of this 
movement to displace our superintendent. 
The matters of tiie Adams school, tiie 
Jackson school, tiie questions of kinder- 
garten and sloyd, all caused differences of 
opinion and some bitterness. But these 
matters were settled by tiie vote of tiie full 
bourd, and (lie responsibility rests with 
them. The superintendent hud no vote in 
these or any other questions, and why 
should uli feeling he centred against him? 
He was never afraid to express liis opinions 
but the full board settled tlie^e questions. 

It is evident thut there are some mem- 
ber* now on the board who will not be 
turned from their purpose, but 1 believe a 
majority will yet be found who have the 
real good of tiie schools sufficiently at 
heart to rise above all personal prejudice, 
aud prevent this threatened wrong.

Daulnli M*-t hod of Carina Clieeite. 

Denmark and Holland are the largest 
exporters of dairy products in Europe. In 
both of these countries tlto most intelligent 
thought is given to the perfecting of ail 
processes in that branch of agriculture. A 
Danish method to prevent tiie generation 
of mites in cheese is said to be entirely 
effective The process consists itt continu- 
ally whitewashing the rooms in which tlto 
cheeses aro cured until the mites tiro de- 
stroyed, tiie cheeses ixfforu being placed in 
these apartments iteing steeped in brine 
for a whole day. During their stay of a 
fortnight in tho curing room they are care- 
fully scraped and wiped daily. Finally 
they aro washed in llmcwatcr and arc 
then stored on thoroughly clean shelves 
Unfortunately for a thorough test of this 
process Danish cheeses are not so subject 
to the generation of mites as are French 
nnd Italian sorts. If these could l.e freed 
from the attack of mites through tin; use 
of tiie Danish process, its value would bo 
inestimable. — New York Sun.

While West Newton 
people will be sorry to see tlie Traveili 
estate cut up, they will be pleased to learn 
that tlie development is to be of a character 
to benefit the village.

walls of an empty cage kept in the veranda 
outside my own sitting room. Tho ex- 
traordinary patience and Ingenuity of that 
bird in passing the wool through tho 
meshes of the wire can hardly be describ- 
ed. I suppose it was a reminiscence of 
nest building, because it always worked 
harder in tin* springtime.

1 
saw them doing tills moro than once and 
had unintentionally interfered with tho 
crow’s plans by picking up the reel and re- 
turning it to tho maid's workbasket. 
However, one afternoon tho crow got rid 
of mo entirely, and on my return from a 
long expedition 1 found both tho crow and 
“morlche” just going to roost in the 
empty cage, which was rdully only kept 
there for them to play in. I then perceiv- 
ed what the reel of cotton, which was 
again lying on the veramlu floor, had been 
wanted for. 

Tho crow had sewed a straw nrmclmir 
with an open patterned seat securely to 
the cage by nine very long strands and 
was sleepily contemplating ihe work with 
great satisfaction. It was quite easy to 
see how it had managed, once a start was 
made with tho cotton, last it must have 
entailed a great deal of (lying in and out 
with the end of the cotton, for it had not 
been broken off.

When it senator is elected In tho United 
Rates, he sends Ida credentials on In ad- 
vance They nro presented by his col 
league, read from the desk and 'Ik'd In the 
secretary's office unless some objection Is 
raised, when thoy are sent, to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections for exami- 
nation When a senator oloct appears, ho 
steps quietly lip to the clerk’s desk, escort- 
ed by Ids colleague, takes an oath to sup- 
port tho constitution of the United States 
and is then led to a desk on tho outer row, 
which Ids colleague has selected for him, 
where ho receives the congratulations of 
his friends and introductions to tho sena- 
tors who care to make his acquaintance 
He looks ns wise as may bo and waits for 
adjournment, when ho goes to tho secre- 
tary's office, writes Ids autograph In a Dig 
rod book for tho use of the cashier ftml 
draws his mileage. 

In tho English house of lords tho pro 
ccedings nre very different. A newly cre- 
ated peer enters that historic chamber in 
a robe of scarlet velvet trimmed with er- 
mine, attended by two fellow peers, who 
net ns his sponsors and escorted by the 
black rod, as tho sergeant -at -arms Is 
known, and the garter king at arms, nr- 
rnyed in a gorgeous tabard. The proces- 
sion marches around, makes low hows to 
the empty throne nml to the presiding offi- 
cer. who is the lord high chancellor, from 
different parts of tho gilded chumber, to 
which that imposing person gravely re- 
sponds. When tho new peer reaches tho 
throne, ho kneels reverently and places 
upon the empty chair, where her majesty 
the queen ought to bo sitting, tho patent 
of nobility he has received from his sover- 
eign. Ho is then led to tho woolsack, 
where the lord chancellor administers to 
him the oath II is sponsors next lead him 
to tho proper bench, where he takes his 
seat for a moment. Then all three rise 
nml bow throe times at the vacant throne 
and three times to the presiding officer. 
Tho lord high chancellor then leaves tho 
woolsack and comes down to shake hands 
with the new peer and welcome him to 
tho house. Tho other peers come also and 
tender their congratulations. — Chicago 
Record.

A famous corps, says a writer in Chums. 
1st nut of the French zouaves, whoso pic- 
turesque uniform, consisting of baggy red 
trousers, short, blue braided jacket, gai- 
ters and close fitting cap (a sort of fez) has 
been seen In many great battles. The 
zouaves gained their richest laurels during 
the Crimean war, at which time the corps, 
although supposed only to consist of 
Frenchmen, had attracted to its ranks 
many young inch of other nations — Eng- 
lish. Scotch, Irish, Germans and Italians 
Many of these, no doubt, were soldiers of 
fortune, anxious to servo in a body tho 
fame of which was worldwide. 

But Franco was not to enjoy tho monop- 
oly of a zouave corps, for some ten years 
later, when the American civil war broke 
out, two bodies of American zouaves were 
formed, one by tho Federals, tlie other by 
tho Confederates. They were uniformed 
much ufter the French style and gained a 
great reputation for dash and courage 
This was particularly tho case with tho 
Confederate zouaves, who wero known as 
the Louisiana Tigers. 

When the French zouaves wero serving 
In Africa, they had one day to perform a 
long and terrible march In tho blistering 
sun The eh. sseurs a pied, a corps of fa- 
mous inurchu'-s, wero with them, but the 
soldiers ni b- a h corps were ready to sink 
with hunger, thirst and exhaustion. To- 
ward evening they arrived at a town, and 
thu colonel of tho chasseurs appealed to 
his men to enter thu place in a style 
worthy of French soldiers. 

The men responded bravely, nml with 
bugles sounding they marched in with a 
light, springy stop, looking as little as 
possible like men who wero half dead with 
fatigue. This was too much for tho 
zouaves. They hml suffered, if possiblo, 
worse than tho chasseurs, hut at tlie com- 
mand of their colonel thoy braced them- 
selves up and, although ready to drop, en- 
tered the town on tho run, swinging their 
muskets round their heads, that being an 
evolution of the zouave drill. They had 
“gone ono better” than tho chasseurs.

Two Friendly Suggestions in Behalf of* 
the Schools. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

1 . i am an earnest friend of the 
schools, for my life in one way or another 
has been devoted to teaching, and my 
house lias been muoh indebted to the 
schools. I am a friend to the public, for I 
belong to it, and am bound up with it in 
its hopes uml efforts, and l am a friend to 
our school superintendent, for I have never 
had any reason not to be. 

In this obviously disinterested and 
unpartisun position, 1 bethink me of 
two tilings. First, of how prejudicial 
it is to the pub'ic interests in general, 
and to the schools in particular to 
have a great stirring up of popular excite- 
ment unless something more— far more- 
serious is the matter than lias hitherto 
appeared. Second, I recall the "Newton 
Education Association," our new and 
promising medium of communication, 
j fellowship, good understanding and sym- 
I pathy between the schools, the parents of 
tiie pupils and the general public. This 
' excellent organization has not, however, 
j been in operation long enough to fully 
I demonstrate its impunities for good in 
Bringing parents, teachers aud schools into 
t licit intimate acquaintance with each 
other that is always and justly urged as 
; highly desirable. 

Would it not, therefore, be better to let 
everything, by chcerlul, common consent, 
remain as it is tor another year, at least; 
; all parties in th>- meantime growing a little 
: wiser, .t ml knowing and appreciating each 
| other u little better every day. it being as- 
sumed mat no one yet pretends to bo 
possessed of all wisdom. 

2 . As to the work of the schools them- 
selves : so far as I am now able to think or 
see, four points seem to cover all the essen- 
tials. 

First. A little longer daily sessions. 
These, I believe, are now four and a half 
hours daily. In my own school days, and 


THE EVOLUTION OF LANGUAGE. 

Ill the evolution of the English language, 
we shall recognize a growth and develop- 
ment towards simpler forms, unless some 
great change in the condition of the people 
occurred, as from a conquest or subjuga- 
tion. Such a change followed the Norman 
conquest of England in lOtili The Anglo- 
Saxon tongue with its Celtic, Gaelic and 
British survivals yielded largely to the 
Norman French. For instance, the words 
labor, honor, parlor, humor, etc., if used 
by the Saxons, would be spelled as above; 
the N orm**ns compelled the insertion of the 
letter "u," and, even today, in England, 
we have labour, honour, parlour, h mour, 
etc.; we happily emancipated ourselves 
from this Norman thraldom some fifty 
years ago. It should be the business of 
educators to continue this good work and 
free our language of superfluous letters— 
the impedimenta that so seriously retards 
progress in acquiring the art of reading 
and spelling ; discouraging the native child 
and appalling the foreigner. "If l were a 
foreigner,” said William Ewart Gladstone, 

"and had to learn English, I should go 
mad. 1 honestly can say I can not con- 
ceive how it is that he learns to spell and 
to pronounce English, when I take into ac- 
count the total absence of rules, method 
ami system, and all the auxiliaries that 
people UBUallx get. when they have to ac- 
quire something difficult of attainment." 

.lames A. Ilarrison, L. L. IV, professor 
of English in the Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, and co-editor of the Century dic- 
tionary Mr. > : "Nothing could be more un- 
scientific. illogical, burdensome a id ab- 
surd, than the so called historical spell- 
ing.”

"There is certainly nothing more con- 
temptible than our present spelling, unless 
it be the reasons given usually, fur clinging 
to it:” and l.md Lytton well says. "A 
more lying, roundabout, puzzle-headed de- 
lusion tlmn that l*\ whi-lt we confuse the 
clear instincts of truth in our accursed sys 
tern of spelling, was never concocted by 
the futlier of falsehood I could continue 
to quote from eminent scholars, similar 
criticisms upon the oi Biography of our 
language, but the above mu it suffice.

”If the Single Tax were u iopted it would 
be at best but a me trim; of the ground for 
the Beginning <d too realization of Hie Ideal 
ot society which .lesils se-ons to me to have 
enunciated 1 have read Mr. George's 
writings with a good deal of care and at- 
tention, and 1 don't think lie ever ton! you 
all that he was up to; 1 think lie would 
agree that the mere adoption of the -ingle 
tax is nut by any means the final solution 
of the problem of society, or of the rela 
tions of men. I think lie saw away beyond 
that, ami saw the time when there would 
be established on the earth a voluntary a— 
soeiatnm of men that would grow into u 
true Christian communism. Mr. George 
looked for a state of perfect freedom in 
which the law of love would actually be- 
come the self-enacting law of life. I think 
he points to that as the outcome of the 
teaching of the Christ, whom iie called the 
great political economist of the centuries. 

"But 1 do believe, on the other hand, that 
single tax furnishes the elemental basis for 
the society which I look to see yet realized 
upon the earth. 

“Against every soul born tonight— and 
millions will be horn tonight— a crime is 
committed by civilization, because most of 
these souls are burn into a world in which 
they have no environment adapted to the 
free development of their life and their 
individuality. 

"All the resources of the collective life 
should be such as to immediately Lmild up 
the soul when it enters its sphere of devel- 
opment. But. as you find things here, all j 
ttie resources of the collective life are so j 
possessed, owned, administered, that the 
moment a soul comes to self-consciousness, I 
it begins a desperate and deadly and Uamn-

THE LEGISLATURE. 


(Special legislative Correspondence.) 

Beacon Hill, May 24. 

Mr. Chadwick may properly bn imiihWI- 
ered an enlhu.sinst in legislation. for on 
Monday morning he was noticed by his 
colleague, Mr. Langford, speeding Ilia way 
up Milk street toward Beacon Hill. Ilo 
waaiasked why this haste, when Him house 
did not meet until 12. 30. Then Mr. Chad- 
wick recollected that it was the opening 
day of tho week’s work, and he proceed- 
ed to occupy his time with something else. 

The Newton members seem to be pretty 
well satisfied with the way matters are 
proceeding toward prorogation. The last 
important Newton hill, that for the high 
level sewer, went along swimmingly after 
the house really understood its importance, 
and there seems no good reason to antici- 
pate <t will have any further trouble un- 
til it Is enacted and signed. Mr. Langford 
is now Interesting himself with the bill 
for taking Nantasket beach as a metropoli- 
tan reservation, in which he believes with 
all his soul, and Mr. Chadwick is rather 
interested in the progress through the 
senate of the bill for restricting the height 
of buildings near the state house, which 
the Ghaphic printed last week. He thinks 
this will head off the expensive scheme to 
take the land on which tho buildings 
affected will be located for a state house 
park, though of course he believes as does 
about everybody that it would be a proper 
use of the land to use it for the site of a 
state house extension, when the time comes 
to do this which he does not believe has 
yet arrived. Of course tho only question : 
involved in this case is whether the land j 
cannot bo purchased cheaper now than it 
can be later, but if tbe limitation bill pre- | 
vents t> e enhancement of the value of the 
laud, this may control that point, unless j 
there should be found a constitutional ob- 
jection to such legislation. 

Mr. Langford tells me that the various 
Clinton-Princeton and Ashland compensa- 
tion bills are all out of the way, excepting 
that for consequential damages to Ashland, 
which lms been held by tho committee on 
ways and means. There may be a good 
deal of debate in tbe Ashland bill though 
It lost a strong supporter when Senator 
Koe of Worcester got through his term of 
service. It is impossible to tell what bill 
will be the most debated at this particular 
juncture, and the most innocent looking 
measure may be just the one on which the 
members will spend the most time in the 
midnight hours. The house has a man 
who knows how to keep the members 
up nights in Mr. Lomasney of Boston, 
though he has been very considerate thus 
far this year, and confined his oratory to 
day sessions. Those who remember how 
he fooled tho senate a few years ago. keep- 
ing it until midnight and then making a 
motion which carried prorogation over un- 
til the next day, will never trust him dur- 
ing another session until tire secretary of 
the commonwealth has spoken the magic 
words which dissolves the general court. 
Lomasney is a very interesting person. He 
is slick and sometimes he is right, but 
right or wrong, he is playing politics every 
time. One simply has to hear him eulogize 
Josiuh Quincy in private conversation, 
paying tribute to his ability and far-sight- 
edness and then hear him say that of 
course he is against anything he wants for 
political reasons, to realize what a consum- 
mate politician Lomasney is. Of course 
there cannot be any doubt that the sorrow 
which has visited the Quincy schemes this 
session may all be attributed to Lomasney, 
though on tbe surface it may look as 
though tbe decision of the Boston Repub- 
lican* to oppose anything Quincy asked for 
was the cause. Some Boston Democrat 
seems destined to control the General 
Court on Boston matters and this year that 
Democrat usually has been Lomasney in- 
stead of Quincy. 

T he high level sewer bill bad great luck 
in getting through the senate, taking a 
reading on Monday and then having the 
rules suspended for its engrossment. Evi- 
dently Mr. Joy of Winchester, the senator 
from that region could see no good reason 
why Waltham should kick at it. and sous 
usual used his own judgment and did as 
he pleased. On this m casion. Senator .Joy's 
attitude served a good purpose, but there 
have been times this session when it has 
not been so well appreciated by the citi- 
zens of the metropolitan district. 

From now on should be a season for ve- 
toes, for as is usual when the session nears 
its close, the Governor and the legislative 
branch fail to agree upon w hat is desirable. 
The Tremont street tracks bill, the bill to 
spend a large sum of money for improving 
the conditions about Stony Brook, the bill 
to exempt veterans of the Spanish war 
from certain civil service rules, the board 
of pharmacy bill.all were looked upon with 
doubt 1 > 3 ’ those who felt the surest as to

adjourn over to Wednesday, or adjourn 
Friday and come in for a practically wast- 
ed day Monday, when the western mem- 
bers will stay at home and a quorum will 
bn doubtful. 

The House seems determined to pass 
some sort of a legacy tax this year.

the executive hearing is really the best 
time suver at Gov. Woloi It’s command, as 
he thus gets several Interviews in one. 

Senator llarwood has said his say on the 
Cape Cod canal hill, the senate having re- 
considered its hurried action in rejecting 
It a few days since. lie has opposed the 
billon the ground that it. like all or most 
of its predecessors is simply a scheme to 
get a charter for trading purposes. 
Whether he is right or not, it is quite cer- 
tain that there have been few recent years 
when there has been so strong a body of 
incorporators suggested, and when it was 
suggested that they should put up $200,000 
to be forfeited to the commonwealth un- 
less the canal is built, they accepted the 
amendment without u whimper. Still, 
Senator Harwood would vote for the bill. 

Senator Harwood was acting president 
yesterday, as President Smith was at Mal- 
den’s quarter-mil leu ial celebration, occupy- 
ing the chair all day. The Beacon Hill 
building limitation bill came up during the 
day, and was ordered to a third reading. 
He voted in its favor, the vote stumling 
IK to Hi, and indicating that tbe future of 
the bill is as yet uncertain. The Cape Cod 
uanul bill also came up, and wus engrossed 
by an over whelming majority. 

As to getting through tills week! Mat- 
ters are just where they were expected to 
be. The seasoned legislator and news- 
paper man always says “early in June.’’ 
The writer bus said it for three months. 
But the numbers have winked like tigers, 
unit everything possible bus been done to 
bring piorogat ion by Suturday. Yet the 
.situation looks far more doubtlul today 
than it did last Fnduy, even to those who 
then said it could not be done.

Butin the end 
it came out all right, and long before Hie 
end the reader is convinced that, after all, j 
even where bread-winning is concerned, 
there is nothing more admirable in woman 
than to apply her self to Hits liomelv, home- : 
making duties that are hers by right. In 
presenting tills side of tlie muoli-discussed 
case, the unpretentious little tale achieves 
far more than many un ambitious novel. 
“Those Dale Girls” makes a cap tal young 
girl's book. It is wholesome, nigh princi- 
pled and Inspiring, with ju>t enough senti- 
ment to make it interesting. That situation 
where one of tlie girls sits down at a wed- 
ding breakfast to lind herself surrounded 
on all sides by the wedding cake which she 
has been toiling over fot the past month is 
portrayed with graphic humor. The d - 
scription of Camp Alger and tho introduc- 
tion of the Rough Rider episode gives the 
story a very present interest. 

Literary Notes. 

The success which Mr. F. T. Bulled has 
won by tbe foice and vividness of “The 
Cruise of the Cachalot” imparts a special 
interest to the announcement of li is forth- 
coming book, Idylls of tlie .Sea, which is to 
be published by I). Appleton and Com- 
pany. Tins book sketches varied phases 
of the life un 1 experience of those who go 
down to tlie sea hi ships. It is not con titled 
to tlie whaler’s exploits, but includes the 
tilings which are seen and the adventures 
which are undergone by all manner of men 
upon tlie sea. T he keen observation and 
drumutie quulit) of tlie author's lirst book 
are vividly illustrated in this fascinating 
volume. 

A History of Hie American Nation, by 
Prof. \. C. McLaughlin, which is pub- 
lished by D. Appleton and Company, is tho 
lirst volume in the new Twentieth Century 
.Series. The purpose of this book is to 
trace the main outlines of national develop- 
ment, to show how tlie American people 
came to be what they are. These main out- 
lines include the struggle of tlie nations 
of western Europe for possession of 
the New World; tlie foundation and 
growth of English colonies: the develop- 
ment of political ideas; the difficulties and 
disorders of tho confederate period; tlie 
adoption of the Constitution of the United 
Stutes; the effort to maintain national in- 
dependence; and the subsequent struggles 
and events that liimlly brought ill sections 
of the nation into a bond of perpetual 
union. These events have been so narrated 
that tlie reader will come to an apprecia- 
tion of his political surroundings and of 
tlie political duties thut devolve up- 
on him. For this reason especial attention 
has been paid to political facts, to the rise 
of parties, to the issues involved in elec- 
tions, to tlie development of governmental 
machinery, and, in general, to questions of 
government and administration. Tlie illus- 
trative feature and especially the maps 
have received the most careful attention, 
and it is hoped that they will be found ac- 
curate, truthful, and illustrative. In short, 
tlie book is believed worthy of a place in 
tlie front rank of tlie Twentieth Century 
Text-Books. 

A History of Bohemian Literature by 
Count Lutzow, is to be tbe next volume in 
tlie Literatures of tbe World Series pub 
lished by D. Appleton and Company. The 
author's ample knowledge is applied in a 
most interesting and instructive fashion to 
a subject which for most readers is practi- 
cally unexplored. Beginning with the 
"Question of tlie Manuscripts,” tlie author 
takes up the hymns, dating probably from 
tlie tenth century, which urn the earliest 
uiicontested writings.

A discussion of tlie early prose 
writers precedes an important portion of 
tlie book which treats of tlie epoch that 
witnessed tlie serious attempts to revive 
tlie vermicular in place of Latin, and to in- 
stitute linguistic as well as religions re- 
forms, au epoch ending with tlie burning 
of John 11 us and religious persecutions. 
Another large phase of the subject, tlie 
development of Bohemian prose in the 
sixteenth century, is fully treated, together 
with the various new impulses of tne last 
hundred yeurs. The author has developed 
a comparatively unknown liuld with tact 
and scholarly discrimination, and his trea:- 
I incut of the subject is happily ie-en forced 
of characteristic examples of Bohemian 
literature. 

It is said that tlie fifth volume of Prof. 
MacMuster’s "History of the People of th 
United States” will be published in the fall 
by D. Appleton & Co. This Is one of the 
most interesting histories ever written, lie- 
cause it is concerned w ith the life of the 
real people, and not simply with the march 
of events; and it is not surprising thut edu-

THE- BILL SIGNED. 


Governor Wolcott has given many of his 
friends a disagreeable surprise by his sign- 
ing the bill to restore the tracks on Tre- 
mont street in Boston. It was the genoral 
expectation that he would veto it, on ac- 
count of the provision that cars divert ed 
from the subway, shall pay toll, which 
■was so shrewdly worded In the Interests 
of the street railway company as to mean 
nothing, and to produce no revenue. This 
was the verdict of prominent lawyers to 
whom the bill was submitted, and Judge 
Dunbar and Solomon Lincoln so advised 
the governor. 

Evidently the street railway people have 
a pull on the governor, more effective than 
any influ nee which the many influential 
citizens who protested against the bill 
could exert, and the wishes of the West 
End in Boston are of more importance 
than the wishes of the citizens or the in- 
terests of that highly taxed city, whose 
citizens are compelled to pay taxes up to 
the limit, because all its franchises are 
given away to great corporations without 
any return. 

There still remains the referendum, 
which incorporated in the bill, but whether 
in the excitement of an election the citi- 
zens can be stirred up to vote on the ques- 
tion, or whether the public mind will not 
be confused by the appeals of the West 
End in the Boston papers, is a question. 

It is rather remarkable that such a step 
should be taken in Boston, when all over 
the country there is an agitation for a 
more rigid taxation of corporations, and 
exacting a proper return for valuable fran- 
chises. Even in New York, Geo. Roose- 
velt has summoned an extra session of 
the legislature to perfect a measure look- 
i ng to this end. The West End or the Bos- 
ton Elevated lias been granted extraordi 
nary pri v ileges, greater than have been

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SCHOOL BOARD. 

RKSl l.T OF SUPT. ALDRICH'S FRIENDS’ 
WORK RROrOlIT TO IHIAUD’8 OFFICIAL ; 
NOTH K —SOM I X AT! SO COMMITTEE WILL 
CONSIDER CITIZENS’ PETITION. 

The movement of citizens In behalf of 
Superintendent Aldrich was brought to the 
official notice of the school bonrd at Its 
meeting Wednesday evening. 

Since the board voted at an informal 
meeting last month that it would be Inex- 
pedient to re-eleot Mr. Aldrich as superin- 
tendent of the Newton schools a committee 
of fourteen citizens, headed by ex-Mayor 
Both fold, has been active in Mr. Aldrich’s 
Interests. 

This committee has scoured 1721 signers 
to a petition which was presented to the 
school board Wednesday evening. The pe- 
tition asks that the board reconsider its 
act ion until the school bonrd members have 
made public their reasons for Mr. Aldrich’s ; 
removal. 

It also urges that any change In the pres- 
ent administration would be an Injury to 
the schools and directly opposed to the 
city’s best interests. 

The petition was referred to the nomina- 
ting committee consisting of F. T. Benner, 
E. K. Hardy and W. K. Huntington, 

The nominating committee was chosen 
on Mr. Band’s motion. He moved that the 
committee consist of these members. Be- 
fore the vote was put, which, by the way. 
provoked no discussion, Mr. Hardy spoke, 
He said he recognized the responsibility 
that fell upon him as a member ot the nom- 
inating committee, and though lie did not 
desire to shirk his duties he was willing to 
be relieved from them. 

He w’ished it understood, however, before 
the matter went any further that he was 
not in sympathy with any movement where- 
by it was proposed to continue the present 
relations. 

There were no other remarks until it was 
moved to refer the petition of the 1700 citi- 1 
zens to the nominating committee. This 
time Mr. Hardy thonght that it was asking 
al mo -t too much of the committee to bear 
the entire responsibility of settling the 1 
question. 

This point was met by Mr. Dewey, who 
offered to each member a copy of the peti- 
tion and list of signers. 

Among other business considered was the 
report of Buildings Commissioner Elder, 
who offered the plans of the new' Bigelow 
school for inspection. 

The report of the committee of rules am! 
regulations was presented and will be con- 
sidered at the board’s next meeting. 

The special committee before which the 
public hearings were held last winter on 
the school curriculum question was granted 
further time to prepare its report. 

The nominating committee was ordered 
to report at the June meeting of the school 
board when the election of a superintend- 
ent takes place. 

According to their statements at the in- 
formal meeting last mouth Messrs. Benner, 
Hardy and Huntington are opposed to Mr.

How to Interest Children In Home ; 
Missions, 

Mrs. IF. K. Clark of Anburndale made I 
the following address at the meeting of j 
the Congregational Home Missionary so- 
ciety at Hartford, Conn., on Wednesday. ! 

Put the children’s missionary education ' 
on Hie same basis as their school educa- I 
tion. Take it lor granted that they are to 
know about Home Missions and to give to 
Home Missions, as a matter of course, and 
take ns much pains to have them taught 
missions as to have them taught arithme- 
tic. 

if there are any superintendents of 
Junior Endeavor Societies here, let me 
suggest to them that a large part of their 
mission is to Interest their children In 
missions, Homo and Foreign, as one of the 
tilings "Jesus would like to have them do.” 

How can you interest them? Let mo 
suggest two or three things that might be 
done, and you will think of many varia- 
tions of these plans. 

1 . Be interested yourself. Yon cannot 
hope to interest tiie children unless you 
have a real Interest yourself. If you are ! 
not interested now, it is perhaps because 
you do not know enough about what our 
missionaries are doing and what they 
want to do. Head your Text Books, the 
missionary magazines, and you will have 
more knowledge and more interest. 

2 . Tell the children about Home Mis- 
sions. You will find in any number of the 
Homo Missionary Magazine material for : 
plenty of stories of heroism, and self-sac- 
rillce, and if you study to tell your story 
well you will have plenty of interested 
listeners. 

8 . Make tiie children tell you about 
Home Missions. Very likely you will have 
to prepare the stories the children are to 
tell and perhaps to rewrite them wholly, 
but it will be work that is worth while, 
and when the children have told it them 
selves they will remember it. Have a 
little "make believe” as the children call 
it, in your meetings. Let John, for in- 
stance,* make believe that he is a Home 
Missionary in Dakota, and let him tell 
some of his experience. Let Mary tell 
something about the school or tiie Sunday 
school in New Mexico, where she is mak- 
ing believe she lives. Let Nellie be a 
missionary child, and let her tell about the 
Missionary Box that came to her house, 
and what was in It, and how surprised and 
pleased they were. Take some building 
blocks to tiie meeting and let Harry build 
tiie little Home Missionary church in tiie 
town in Colorado where he lives, and let 
him tell what it cost, and how they raised 
the money, and how hard they worked to 
build it. 

4. Use pictures when yon can. Pin a 
picture of a Home Missionary church on to 
a child, and let her make believe she is 
that little church, and let her tell, or you 
tell while she stands there, how that 
church was built, and what it has seen, 
and what it wishes it could see. Pin a 
picture of a box on to another child and 
let her tell the story of “The Adventures 
of a Missionary Box.” Pin the picture of 
a home Missionary on to a boy. and let 
him make believe lie is that missionary, 
while he tells where he lives, and some- 
thing of what he has been doing this last 
year. Pin a picture of Mrs. Casw ell on to 
one of Hie girls and let Her tell something 
about her travels, and the things she sees 
and the things she wishes she could do. 

These are just a few suggestions, meant 
simply as hints of things that might be 
done, uud many improvements and varia- 
tions of these plans will suggest themselves 
as soon as you begin to work on the sub- 
ject. All this means a good deal of work 
and careful preparation, but is there any- 
thing in this world that is worth while 
that does not require hard work, and is 
there anything that is better worth while 
taan just this work Is it not one way of 
helping to hasten the time when

The Brae Burn Golf Club of West New- Fuller street, West Newton, the home 
ton, is situated on Fuller street, about a team defeated Allston by a score of eight 
minute's walk from the Commonwealth . holes to five. 


avenue electric cars. The club was formed 
and incorporated in 1897, and so has just 
started upon its third year. The land is 
owned by a syndicate of members, who 
bought it to lease to the club, and a large 
amount of money lias been expended in im- 
proving the course, which is composed of 
nine holes, with a playing distance of 27<K) 
yards. It is considered wiser to limit th ' 
course to nine rather limn make It 18 holes, 
which would be short and congested, and 
at present could not bo over 5000 yards iu 
length. The lies are everywhere good, 
provided fair golf be played, but bad work 
causes trouble to the erratic golfcr.although 
tiie hazards are none too plentiful. , lie 
professional record is 84, ami the amateur 
88, held by Willie Campbell ami il. E. Per- 
kins. 

There is a tendency for the club to keep 
to itself; consequently many people arc un- 
aware of the splendid condition of this 
course, both as regards the natural condi- 
tions and the upkeep. However, tiie club 
members appreciate it, as is shown by tiie 
fact that there is rarely a day there are not 
at least 35 or 4o players registered, while 
often it runs over 50, and on Saturdays tho 
number is iu tiie neighborhood of loo. 

Tile club membership is 110, to which it 
is limited, and there is a large waiting list, 
who have the privileges of the course, as 
do the families of the members. 

So far tli is year no tournaments have 
been arranged, but there will probably be 
two or three club events this spring, and 
possibly an open. Meantime the club team 
has a good schedule of matches, of which 
three have been played. These have been 
as follows: May 10, at Weston, won 9 to 
2; May 16, at West Newton, against Weston, 
won. 19 to 5; May 18, at \Y inchester, lost, 8 
to 21. The other matches which have been 
arranged are:

The Removal of Ashes. 

To the Kditor of the Guai’Iiic:— 

There is much dissatisfaction in Wards 
one and seven, and presumably in the 
other wards, in connection with the collec- 
tion of ashes, and the general opinion 
seems to be that il tlie gentlemen from 
Venice and Cork who now conduct the 
service increase at all the nio-* discrimina- 
tion they now display as to the contents of 
the barrels, they will soon decline to re- 
move anything less valuable than diamonds 
and cut glass. I assume that the service 
was originally intended for the benefit of 
the citizens, but as now conducted it st ems 
mainly for the advantage of the contractor, 
who declines to remove much besides 
ashes and paper, ami as a consequence 
the house-holder is compelled to maintain 
a private dump, or build a bonfire. 1 be- 
lieve if careful inquiry were made it would 
lie found tiiat a large proportion of the calls 
to which tlie lire department have respond- 
ed during tlie past two mouths have been 
due to these bonfires. 

It is not claimed that tlie city should re- 
move all tlie debris about a newly-built 
house, but if, as a result of raking the walk 
or driveway, a few teaspoonfuls of gravel 
are deposited in the ash barrel, the city 
should remove them. Let this service be 
conducted in tlie interests of tlie citizens, 
and let tlie contractor— if it is given to a 
contractor -be made to understand that if 
lie wishes to do the work lie must do it so 
us to serve the people in tlie best possible 
way.
